Now if it were not ſeen frequently, this Argu- 

ment would loſe ſomewhat of its force 3 the RefleFors 

buſineſs went another way, it was to be allow'd 0 Re- 

putation, no Succeſs, but to be damn'd Root and Branch, 

to prevent the Prejudice it might do their Party ; ac- 

cordingly, as much as in them lay, they have drawn a 

Bill of Excluſro for it on the Stage; But what Rabble 

was it to provoke ? Are the Audience of a Play-houſe 
(which are generally Perſons of Honour, Noblemen and 
Ladies, or at worſt, as one of your Authors calls his 
Gallants, Mex of Wit and Pleaſure about the Town) are 
theſe the Rabble of Mr. Hunt ? I have ſeen a Rabble at 
Sir Edmundbury Godfreys Night, and have heard of 
ſuch a name, at true Proteſtant Mecting-houſes 5 but a 
Rabble is not to be provoked, where it never comes. 
Indeed, we had one in this Tragedy, but it was upon the 
Stage; and thats the Reaſon, why your RefieFors would 
.break the Glaſs, which has ſhewed them their own Faces. 
The buſineſs of the Theatre, 1s to expoſe Vice and Folly ; 
to diſſwade men by Examples from one, and to ſhame 
them out of the other. And however you may pervert 
our good intentions, it was here particularly to reduce 
men. to Loyalty, by ſhewing the pernicious conſequences 
of Rebellion, and Popular Inſurrecions, -I' beheve nd 
man, who loves the Government, would be glad, to ſee 
the Rabble ini fach a poſture, -as' they were repreſertted 
in our Play : But it- the Tragedy had ended, on' your 
ſide, the Play had been a. Loyal Witty Poem, the Suc-

\ In: the mean time, pray, where lies the Relation, be- 
twixt the Tragedy of the Duke of Guiſe, and the Chartey 
of London 2 Mr. Hunt hag found a rare connexion, for 
he tacks them together, by the kicking of the Sheriff : 
That Chain of thought was a little ominous, for ſomething 
like a kicking, has ſucceeded the Printing of his Book 3 
and the Charter of London was the Quarrel. For . my 
part, I have not Law enough to ſtate that queſtion, 
much leſs decide 1t 5 let the Charter ſhift for it ſelf in Weſt- 
mrinſter Hall, the Government 1s ſomewhat wiſer, than 
to 1mploy- my 1gnorance on ſuch a Subject, my pro- 
miſe to honeſt Nat. Lee, was the only Bribe I had, to 
ingage me in this trouble; for which, he has the good 
fortune to eſcape Scot-ſree, and I am left in pawn for the 
Reckoning, who had the leaſt ſhare in the Entertain- 
ment, But the Riſing, it ſeems, {hould have been on 
the true Proteſtants PP for he has tryed, ſays ingenious 
Mr. Hunt, what he conld do, towards making the Charter 
forfeitable, by ſome Extravagancy and Diſorder of the Peo- 
ple.

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Well, he has fortified his Opinion with a Reaſon', 
however, why the People ſhould not be moved; be- 
cauſe I have ſo maliciouſly and miſchievouſly repreſented the 
King, and the Kings Son; nay, and his. Favourite (faith 
he) the Duke too 3 to whom I give the worſt ſtrokes of my 
unlucky Fancy. 


This need not be anſwered, for 'tis already manifeſt, 
that neither the King, nor the Kings Son are repre- 
ſented, neither that Son, he means, nor any of the 
reſt, God bleſs them all. What ſtrokes of my unlucky 
Fancy, I have given to his Royal Highneſs, will be 
ſeen, and it will be ſeen alſo, who ſtrikes him worſt and 
moſt unluckily. 


The Duke of Guiſe, he tells us, ought to have repre- 
ſented a great Prince, that had inſeru'd to ſome moſt de- 
teſtable Villany, to pleaſe the Rage or Luft of a Tyrant 3, ſuch 
great Courtiers have been often ſacrificed, to appeaſe the 
Furies of the Tyrants guilty Conſcience ;, to expiate for his 
Sin, and to attone the People. For a Tyrant naturally ſtands 
in fear of ſuch wicked Miniſters, is obnoxious to them, aw'd 
by them, and they drag him to greater evils, for their own 
impunity , than they perpetrated for his Pleaſure, and their 
own Ambition, | 


Sure, he ſaid not all this for nothing, I would know 
of him, on what perſons he would fix the Sting of this 
ſharp Satyr ? What two they are, whom, to uſe his own 
Words, he ſo maliciouſly and miſchievouſly would repreſent 2 
- For my part, I dare not underſtand the villany of his 
meaning 3 but ſome body was to have been ſhown a 
Tyrant, and ſome other a great Prince, inſerving to ſome 
deteſtable Villany, and to that Tyrants Rage and Luft ; 
this great Prince or Courtier ought to be ſacrificed, to 
attone the People, and the Tyrant is perſwaded, for his 
awn intereſt, to give him up to pablick, Juitice. I ſay 
no 
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no more, but that he has ſtudied the Law to good pur- 
poſe, He is dancing on the Rope without a Metaphor, 
his knowledge of the Law is the Staff that poizes him, 
and ſaves his Neck. The Party indeed ſpeaks out ſome- 
times, for wickedneſs is not always ſo wiſe, as to be ſe- 
cret, eſpecially when it is driven to deſpair. By ſome of 
their Diſcourſes, we may gueſs at whom he: points; but 
he has fenc*d himſelf in with ſo many Evaſtons, that he 
is ſafe in his Sacriledgez and he who dares to anſwer him, 
may become obnoxious, 'Tis true, he breaks a little out 
of the Clouds, within two Paragraphs; for there he tells 
you, that Caims Ceſar (to give unto Cxſar, the things that 
are Cxlars) was in the Catiline Conſpiracy 3 a fine infinu- 
ation this, tobe ſneer'd at by his Party, and yet not to 
be taken hold of by publick Juſtice: They would be 
glad now, that I or any man, ſhould bolt out their Co- 
vert Treaſon for them: for their loop-hole is ready, that 
the Ceſar here ſpoken of, was a private man. But the

Hetells you, he will give the 
world a taſt of my Atheiſm and Impiety; for which he

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In the firſt place,- he 1s miſtaken in his Mar, for the 
Verſes are not mine, but Mr. Lees: I ask'd him concern- 
tg them, and have this account, that they were ſpoken 
by the Devil; now, what can either Whig or Devil ſay, 
more proper to their CharadFer, than that Religion 1s on- 
ly a Name, a Stalkine- horſe, as errant a Property as Godli- 
eſs, and Property themſelves are among(t their Party 2 
yet for theſe two lines, which in the mouth that ſpeaks 
them, are of no offence, he hallooes on the whole pack, 
againſt me : Fudge, Juſtice, Surrogate, and Official are to 
be employed, at his Suit, to dire& Proceſs, and boring 
through the Tongue for Blaſphemy, 1s the leaſt Puniſh- 
ment his Charity will allow me. 


t find 'tis happy for me, that he was not made a 
7adge, and yet I had as hieve have him my Zudge as my 
Council, if my Life were at ſtake.

1 am 
not. malicious enough to return him the. names which he 
has - call'd me 3, but of all. fins, I thank God, I have al- 
ways abhor'd Atheiſm : and I had need be a better Chriiti- 
an than Mr. Hunt. has ſhown himſelf, it I forgive him fa 
infamous a Slaxder. 


But as he has miſtaken our Saviour for Fulizs Cafar, fo 
he would Pompey too, 1t he were let alone : to-him, and

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to his Caxſe, or to the like Cauſe it belong'd, he ſays, 
to ule theſe words, he that is mot with #5 is againſt us, 
find he cares not whoſe the Expreſtion 1s, ſo it be not 
Ciriſts. But how comes Pompey the Great to be a Whig 2 
He was indeed, a Defender of the ancient eſtabliſh*'d Ro- 
, man Government ; but Ceſar was the Whig, who took up 
Arms unlawfully to ſubvert it. Our Liberties and our 
Religion both are ſafe, they are ſecurd to us by. the 
Laws, and thoſe Laws are executed under an eſtabliſh'd 
Government, by a Lawful King. The Defender of our 
Faith, 1s the Defender of our Common Freedom 5 to Ca- 
bal, to Write, to Rail againſt this Adminiſtration, are all 
Endeavonrs to deſtroy the Government, and to oppoſe 
the Succeſſzon 1n any private man, 1s a Ireaſonable PaFice 
againſt the Foundation of it. Pompey very honourably 
maintain'd the Lzberty of his . Country, which was go- 
vern'd by a Commmon-wealth : So that there lies no Pa- 
rallel betwixt his Cauſe and Mr. Hunts, except 1n the bare 
notion of a Cormon-wealth, as it is oppol 'd to Monarchy : 
and that”s the thing he would obliquely {ur upon us. Yet 
on theſe Premiſſes, he 1s for ordering my Lord Chief 
Juſtice, to grant out Warrants againſt all thoſe who have 
applauded the Duke of Guiſe;, as if they committed a Rzot 
when they Clapp'd : I ſuppoſe they paid for their Places, 
as well as he and his Party did, who Hiſsd. If he were 
not half DiſtraFed, tor not being Lord Chief Baron, me- 
thinks he ſhould be Lawyer enough, to adviſe my Lord 
Chief Juſtice better. .To Clap and Hiſs are the Priviledges 
of a Free-born Subjed 1n a Play-houſe : they buy them with 
their Money, and their Hands and Mouths are their own 
Property : It belongs to the Maſter of the Revels,to ſee that 
no Treaſon or Immorality be in the Play 3 but when 'tis 
aFed, let every man like or dillike freely : not but that 
reſpe&t ſhould be usd too, in the preſence of the King, 
for by his Permiſſion the AFors are allow'd : *Tis due to 
his Perſon, as he is Sacred, and to the Succeſlors, as being 
BE C2 next 
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next related to him : there are opportunities enow for 
men to hiſs, who are ſo difpo['d, im their abſence: for 
when the King 1s in fight, though but by accident, a Ma- 
lefafor 1s reprievd from death: Yet ſuch is the Duty,. 
and good manners of theſe good Subjects, that they for- 
| bore not ſome rudeneſs in his Majeſties preſence; but 
When his Royal Highneſs and his Court were only there, 
they puſh'd it as far as their malice had power; and if 
their Party had been. more numerous, the Afﬀront had 
been greater. 


The next Paragraph of our Authors, 1s a Panegyrique 
on the Duke of Mo-month, which concerns not me, who 
am very far from detracting from him : the Obligations 
T have had to him, were thoſe, of his Countenance, his 
Favour, his good Word, and his Eſteem ; all which Thave 
likewiſe had in a greater meaſure from his excellent 
Dutcheſs, the Patroneſs of my poor unworthy Poetry. 
If I had not greater, the fault was never in their want of 
Poodneſs to. me, but m my own backwardneſs to ask, 
which has allways, and I believe will ever keep me from 
rifing in the World.

God, my King and Country; never to trouble my felf 
for any railing aſperſions which I'have not deferv'd, and 
to feave it as a Portion to my. Children, that they had a 
Father, who durſt do his duty, and was neither Cove-- 
tous nor Mercenary. 1

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As little am I concern'd at that imputation of my back. 
friends, that I have confeſs'd my felf apr, ws to write - 
as I do : If they mean this Play in particular, that 1s no- 
torioufly prov'd againſt them to be falſe : For the reſt of 
my Writings, my hatred of their PraCtiſes and Principles, 
was cauſe enough to expoſe them, as I have done, and wall 
do more. I do not think as they do ; for 1f 1 did, I muſt 
think Treaſor © But I muſt in conſcence write as I do, be- 
cauſe I-krow, which 1s more than thinking, that I write for a 
lawful eſtablifſh'd Government againſt Anarchy, Innovation, 
and Sedition : But theſe Lyes (as Prince Harry ſaid to Fal- 
ſtaffe) are as groſs as he that made them, More I need not ſay, 
for I am accul'd without witneſs, I fear not any of their- 
' Evidences ; not even him of Salamanca who though he has- 
diſown'd his Do@orſhip in Spain, yet there are ſome allow 
him to have taken a certain degree in [taly;. a Climate 
they ſay more proper tor his Maſculine Conſtitution, . To- 
conclude this ridiculous Accufation againſt me, I know: 
but four men in their whole Party to whom I have ſpo-- 
ken for above this year laſt paſt ; and with them neither - 
but caſually and curforily, We have been acquaintance 
_ of aJlong ſtanding, many years before this accurſed Plot.

= let my Actions ſpeak for me : ſpecfemur agendo, thats 
the trial. 


Much leſs am I concern'd at the noble name of Bayes ; 
that's a Brat ſo hike his own Father , that he cannot be 
miſtaken for any other body :- they might as reaſonably 
have call'd Tome Sternhbold, Virgil, and the reſemblance 


would have held as well. 


As for Knave and Sycophant, and Raſcal, and Impudent, 
and Devil, and old Serpent, and a thouſand ſuch Good- 
morrows, I take them to be only names of Parties : And 
cou'd rerurn Murtherer and Cheat, and Whig-napper, and 
Sodomite; and 1n (hort the goodly number of the ſeaver 
deadly Sins, with all their Kindred and Relations, which 
are Names of Parties too; but Saints will be Saints in 
ſpight of Villainy.l believe they wou'd pals themſelves upon 
us for ſuch a Compound as Mithridate, or Venice-Treacle ; 
as if Whiggiſm were an admirable Cordzal in the Maſs, 
though the ſeveral Ingredients are ranck Poyſons. 


But if I think either Mr. Hunt a Villain, or know any 
of my RefleFors to be ungrateful Rogues, I do not owe 
them ſo much kindneſs as te call them fo ; tor I am ſatisfied 
that to prove them either, would but recommend them 
to their own Party. Yet if ſome will needs make a merit 
of their infamy, and provoke a Legend of their ſordid 
lives, 'T think they muſt be gratity'd at laſt; and though 
I will not take the Scavergers employment from him, yet 
I may be perſwaded to poirt at ſome mens doors, who 


have heaps of filth before them. But this muft be when 
, they 
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they have alittle angerd. me z.'for hitherto I ani provok'd: 
no further than to ſniile at them. And jndeed;; to-look - 
upon the whole Faction in a lump, never was a-more plea- 
fant ſight than to behold theſe builders of a new Babel, 
how ridiculouſly they are mix'd, and what a rare confu- 
fion there 1s amongſt them, One part of them is carry- 
ing Stone and Mortar for the building of a Meeting-bowſe, 
another ſort underſtand not that Language 3 they'are for 
ſnatching, away their Work-fellows materials to ſet up-a 
Bawdy-houſe : {ome of them blaſpheme, and others pray 3; 
and both I believe withequal godlineſs at bottom : ſome 
of them are Atheiits, forme SeFaries, yet A LL True 
Proteſtants, Moſt of them love af Whores , but her of 
Babzlon. In tew words, any man may be what he will, 
ſo he be one of 7 hem. Tis no to defpiſe the King, 
to hate the Dxke, and rail at the Succeſſzon < after this tis 
no matter how a man hves; he 1s a 9$4zzt. by. inſeon ; 
he goes along with the Party, has their zzark upon him 5 
his wickedneſs 18 no more than frailty ; their righteouſneſs 
1s 7zputed to him : So that as 7gnorart rogues go out Do- 
Fors when a Prince comes to an Univerſity, they hope 
at the [15F day, to take their Degree in a Crowd of 17ze 
Proteſtants, and thruit unheeded into Heaven. 

*Tis a credit to be rayl'd at by ſuch men as theſe. The 
Charter-man 1n the very Title-page, where he hangs out 
the Cloth of the City betore his Book, gives it for his 
Motto, Si populizs vult decipi, decipiatur 5 as 1t he ſhou'd 
have ſaid, you have a mind to be conzend, and the Devil 
give you good.ont <- It 1 cry a Jirreverence , and you take 
it for Hoey, make the beſt okggour bargain, For ſhame, 
good Chriſtians, can you ſuffer ſuch a man to ſterve, when 
you ſce his deſign is upon your Purſes 2 He 1s contented 
to expoſe the Ears repreſertative of your Party on a Pil- 
lory, and is 1n a -way of doing you more ſervice than a 
worn- out Witneſs, who can hang no body hereafter but 
himſelf, He tells you #he Papiits clap their hands in 
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hey conceive of the rnine of your Government : 


does not this ſrgle flable TOUR deſerve a Pentjor, if 
'he can prove the Government to be Toxrs, and that the 
King has nothing to do in your Republicks he continues, 


as if that were as ſure and certain to Them, as 1t is to Us, 


without doubt, that they(the Papifts) once fired the City, 


Juſt as certain 4n your own Conſciences. 'I wiſh the Pa- 
piſts had no'more to anſwer. for , than that accuſation : 
pray let it be put to the Vote, and reſolv'd upon the que- 


ſtion, by your whole Party, that the North-eaſt Wind, is 


not only i-affeFed to. Man and Beaſt, but is alſo a Tory 


or Tantivy Papiſt m Maſquerade. 1 am fatisfy'd, not to 


have ſo mmch art left me as to frame any thing agreeable, or 
veriſemilar, but *tis plain that he has, and therefore, as 1 
ought in juſtice, I reſign my Laurel, and my Bayes too, to 
Mr. Hunt; 'tis he ſets up for the Poet now; and has the 
only art to aſe and to decezve the people, You may ſee 
how profound his knowledg 1s in Poetry; for he tells you 
Juſt before, that my Heroes are commonly ſuch Monſters as 
Theſeus and Hercules; renown'd throughout all Ages for 
deſtrojing. Now Theſeus and Hercules you know have 
been the Heroes of all Poets, and have been renown'd 
through all Ages, for deſtroying Monſters, for ſacconring 
the .DiStreſt, and for putting to death inhumane arbitrary 
Thrants. Is this your Oracle? If he were-to write the 
Ads and Monuments of Whig Heroes, I find they ſhowd 
be quite contrary to mine : deſtroyers indeed, but of a 
Lawful Government 5 Murtherers, but of their fellow Sub- 
jeFs ; Lovers as Hercwlas gs of Hylas 3, with a journey 
at laſt to Hel, like that oFTheſeus. 


But mark the wiſe Conſequences of our Author. I have 
not, he ſays, /o much art left me to make any thing agree- 
able, or veriſumilar, wherewith to amuſe” or deceive the peo- 
ple + and yet in the very next Paragraph, my Province is 
to corrupt the Manners of the Nation, and lay waſte their 
Morals, 
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Morals, and my endeavours are more happily apply'd, to ex- 
tingniſh the little remainders of the Vertue of the Age.. Now 
I am to perform. all this, it ſeems, without making any 
thing zeriſimilar or agreeable : Why, Pharaoh never ſet 
the Iſraelites ſuch a Task, to build Pzramids without 
Brick or Straw, If the Fool knows 1t not, veriſtmilitude 
and agreeableneſs, are the very Tools to do it; but I am 
willing to diſclaim them both, rather than to ule them to 
ſo 11] purpoſe as he has done. 


Yet even this their celebrated Writer, knows no more 
of Style and Emgliſh, than the Northerz Dedicator, As 
if Dulzeſs and Clumſineſs 'were fatal to the Name of 
TOM. Tis true, he is a Fool in three Languages more 
than the Poet, for they ſay, he underſtands Latize, 
Greek and Hebrew, from all which, to'my certain know- 
ledge, I acquit the other. Og may write . againſt the 
King 1f he pleaſes, fo long as he Drzks for him; and 
his Writings will never do the Government ſo much har, 
as his Drinking does it good - for true Subjects, will not 
be much perverted by his Lzbels ; but the Wine Dxties 
riſe conſiderably by his Claret. He has often call'd me 
an Atheist 1n Print, I would believe more charitably of 
him ; and that he only goes the broad way, becauſe the o- 
ther 1s too zarrow for him. He may ſee by this, I do 
not delight to meddle with his courſe of Life, and his 
Inmmoralities, though I have a long Bead-rof. of them. I 
have hitherto contented my elf with the Rzdiculows part 
of him, which is enough 1n all conſcience ro employ 
one man: even without the ſtory of his late fall at the O/d 
Devil, where he broke 20 Ribbs,becauſe the hardneſs of the 
Stairs cou'd reach mo Bones; and for my part, I do not 
wonder how he came to fa/, for I have always known 
him heavy ; the Miracle 1s, how he got up again. I have 
heard of a Sea-Captain as fat as he, who to ſcape Arreſts, 
would lay himſelt flat upon the ground, and let the Bay- 
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liffs carry him to Prifor,.1f they cou'd.. If a Meſſenger 
or twa, nay, we may.put 1n three or four, (hould'come, 
he has friendly Adyertiſement -how to ſcape them. But 
to leave him, who 1s not worth any further confiderati- 
on, now I have done laughing at him, Wou'd every man 
Knew his own Tallent, and that they who are only born 
tor drinking, woud let both Poetry and Proſe alone. 


I am weary with traceing the Abſurdities and Miſtakes 
of our great Lawyer, ſome of which indeed are wilful ; as 
where he calls the /ri-7ers, the more moderate ſort of To- 
ries, It feems thoſe Politicians are odious to both lides ; 
for neither own them: to be theirs. We know them, and 
fo does he too in his Confſctence, to be fecret Whigs, if 
they are any thing. But now the deſigns of Whiggiſm are 
openly diſcover'd, they tack about to ſave a Stake, that 
ts, they will not be villains to their own ruine. While 
the Government was to ' be | deſtroyed, and there was 
probability of compaſling it, no men were ſo violent as 
they ; but ſince their Fortunes are mn hazard by. the Law, 
and their Places at Court by the Kings diſpleaſure, they 
pull in their horns, and talk more peaceably ;, in order,” t 
fuppoſe, to their vehemence on the right fide, if they 
were to be beliey?d. ' For in laying of Colours, they ab- 
ſerve a Medium: Black and white are too far diſtant, to 
be plac'd direaly by one another, without fome ſhadow- 
mes to. ſoften their comrarieties. *Tis Mariaza'l think 
(but am not certain) that makes the following relation 3 
and let the noble Family of Lrzz2mers, read their own 
Fortune 'in it. Dor Pedro, King of Caſtile, Sirnan?d. 
the Cruel, who had been reſtor'd by the Valour of our 
Edward the Black Prince, was finally diſpoſſeſſ d by Don 
Henry the Baſtard, aud be enjoyed the Kingdom quietly, 
till bis Death ; which, when he felt. approaching, he call'd 
bis Son to him, and' gave him this his laſt Connſel, [ 
have, ſaid he, gain*d this Kingdon, which IL leave you, by 
the 
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the ' Sword ; for the Right 'of Inheritance was in Don: Pe- 
dro; but the favour of the People, who hated wy Brother 
for his Tyranny, was to me inſtead of Title. Ton are now to 
be the Peaceable Poſſeſſor of of what I have nnjiſily gotten : 
and your SubjeFs are compos d of theſe three ſorts of | men. 
One Party eſpous'd my Brothers Ynarrel, which was the un- 
doubted Lawfal Cauſe; thoſe, though they were my Enemies, 
were men of Principle and Honour : cheriſh them, and ex- 
elt them into Places of truif about you, for in them you 
way confide ſafely, who priz'd their Fidelity above their 
Fortune. Arother ſort, are they who fonght my Canſe a- 

gainſt Dog Pedro, to thoſe you are indeed oblig d, becauſe 
of the accidental good they did me, for they intended only 
thezr private Benefit, and help*d to raiſe me, that I might 
—_— promote them : Ton may continue them in their 

ices, if gon pleaſe 5 but truſt them 10 farther than you are. 
forc'd, for what they did, was againſt their Conſcience. 
But there is a third ſort, which during the whole Wars, 
were Neuters 5 let thems be cruſht on all occaſions, for their u- 
fineſs was- ozly their own Security. They had neither Con- 
rage enongh to ingage on my Side, nor Conſcience enough to _ 
help their Lawful Soveraign © thereto tet them be mave 
Eramples, as the wort fot of intereſſed mien, which 
certainly are Enemies to both, and would be pyfitable 
to neither. ' 


I have only a dark remembrance of this Story, and have 
not the Spariſþ Author by me, but I think, I am not 
much miſtaken in the main of tt : and whether true or 
falſe, the Counſel given, I ar ſure, 1s ſuch, as ought in 
common prudence, to be. praftt?d againſt Trimmers, 
whether the Lawful or Unlawful Caule prevail. Loyal 
men may jultly be difpleal*d with. this Party, not for 
their Moderation, as Mr. Hunt mfinuates;' but becauſe, 
under. that Maſque of ſeemirg mildneſs, there lies hidden 
etther a deep. treachery , or at beſt, an 7terreſſed luke- 
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warmmeſs, But he runs riot into almoſt treaſonable Ex- 
preſiions , as if Trimmers were hated becauſe they are ut 
perfedty wicked, or perfeFly deceiv*d, of the Catiltine make, 
bold, and without underſtanding , that can adhere to men 
that publickly profeſs Murthers, and applaud the deſign : By 
all which villanous names, he opprobrioutly calls His, Ma- 
jeſties moſt loyal SubjeFs 3 as if Men mult be perfe#ly 
wicked who endeavour to ſupport a lawful Government 3 
or perfetly deceivd, who on no-occaton dare take up 
arms againſt their Soveraigs - as if acknowledging the right 
of Succeſſion, and reſolving to maintain 1t1n the Line, were 
to be ina Catiline Conſpiracy ; and at laſt, (which 1s ridt- 
culous enough, after ſo much ferious Treaſon) as if to 
clap the Duke of Guije, were to adhere to men that pub- 


lickly profeſs Murthers, and applaud the deſign of the Aſſaf- 


 fpuating Poets. 


But together with his V7/anzes, pray let his incoherences 
be obſerv*d. He commends the 1rimzmers (at lealt tacitly 
excuſes them) for men of ſome moderation s and this in 
oppoſition to the inſtruments of wickedneſs of the C atzl;ne- 
make, that are reſolute and forward, and without conſtdera- 
$707. But he forgets all this in the next twenty hnes 3 for 
there he gives them their own , and tells them roundly, 
in internecino bello medii pro hoſtibus habentur. Neutral 
men 2re PFraytors, and atfiſt by their indifferency to the 
deſtruction of the Government, The plain Emg/i/h of his 
meaning, 1s this; while matters are only in dzſpute; 
and in zzachination, he is contented they fhou'd be mo- 
derate ;, but when once the Faction can bring about a: 
Civil War, then they are Traztors, if they declare not 0- 
penly for them.

#nnocent. and. gentle Prince : By is favour, our Duke of 

Giſe 
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Guiſe, was neither Iznocent nor Gentle, nor a Prince of 
the Blood Royal, though he pretended to deſcend; from 
Charlemaign, and a Genealogy was printed to that pur- 
poſe, tor which the Author was puniſh, as he deſerv'd ; 
witneſs Davila , and the Journals of Henry the Third, 
where the Story 1s at large related. Well, who 1s 1t then ? 
why, 'tis a Prince who has no fault, but that he is the 
Kings Son: Then he has no fault by conſequence 3 for [ 
am certain, that's no fault of his. The reſt of the Com- 
plement, -1s ſo (illy, and fo fulſome, as if he meant i all 
zn ridicule, And to conclude the Feaſt, he ſays, that #he 
bei People of England, have' no other way left, to ſhow 
their Loyalty to the King, their Religion and Government, 
in long intervals of Parliament, than by proſecuting his Son, 
for the ſake of the King, and his own merit, with all the 
Demonſtrations of the higheſt eſteem. Yes, I can tell 
them one other way to expreſs their Loyalty, which is, 
to obey the King, and to reſpe# his Brother, as the next 
Lawful Succeſſor 5” their Religzov commands them both, 
and the Government 1s ſecurd in ſo doing. But why 7x 
[ntervals of Parliament > How are the more oblig'd to 
honour the Kzzgs Sor out of Parliament, than 1n it ? 
And why this proſecution of Love tor the Kings Sake ? 
Has he order'd more Love to be ſhown to one Son, than 
to another ? Indeed, his own quality, 1s cauſe ſufficient 
for all men to. reſpe& him, and I am of their number, 
who truly honour him, and who-wiſh him better than 
this #iſerable Sycophant ; for T wiſh him, from. his Fathers. 
Royal Kindneſs what Juſtice can make him, which, 
is a greater Honour, than. the Rabble can confer upon;

Aſſaſſmnate. 


It it pleaſe his Royal Highneſs to be my Patron, 1 have 
reaſon to be proud -of it 3 becauſe he never yet forfook 
any man, whem he has had the goodneis to own for his. 
But how have Iput him under az unfortunate CharadFer 2 
the Authors of the RefleFions, and our John a Nokes, have 
not layd> their noddles together about this Accuſation. 
For *tis their bufineſs to prove the King of Navarre to have 
| beena molt ſucceſsful, magnanimons , gentle, and grateful 
Prince : 11 which Character they have follow'd the ſtream 
of all Hiſtorians, How then happens this jarring amongſt 
friends, that the ſame man is put under ſuch diſmal cir- 
cumſtances on one (1de , and ſo fortunate on the other, by 
the Writers of the ſame Party ?

though he ſays not this direFly, yet- denyes 1t not. By 
whoſe hands Hezry the fourth died, is notoriouſly knownz 
but it 1s invidtoutly urg'd, both by Mr. Hu»t and the Ke- 
fleFors + for we may, to our ſhame, remember, that a 
King of our own Country was barbaronſly murther'd by 
his Swvjeds, who profelſ'd the ſame Religions though I 
believe that neither Jaques Clement , nor Ravillac, were 
better Papiſts, than the [dependents and Presbyterians- 
were Proteftants : So that their Argument only proves 
that there are.

on Guiſe_: after which the Rebel wou'd certainly have 

put up his Title for the Crown. In the Caſe of his Royal 
Highneſs, only one of the three Eifates have offer'd at the 
Excluſion; and have been conſtantly oppoſ'd by the 
other two, and by his Majeſty : Neither 'is it any way 
probable , that the like will ever be again attempted : 


For the fatal Conſequences, as weli as the Ilegality 'of 
that Deſign , are ſeen through already by the People. 
So that inſtead of offering a juſtification of an A& of 
Excluſton , | have expol*d a rebelliows, impious, and 
fruitleſs contrivance tending to it. If we look on the 
Parliament of Paris, when they were in their right wits, 
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before they were intoxicated by the Leagne,(at leaſt whol- 
ly) we ſhall find them addreſſivg to King Henry the third 
in another Key, concerning the King of Navarr's Szcceſ- 
fron, though he was at that time (as they calld it) a re- 
lapſ®d Heretique. And to this purpofel will quote a paſ- 
ſage out of the Journals of Henry the Third, fo much 
magnify'd by my Adverfaries. | 
Towards .the end of September, 1585. there was pub- 
. liſhed at Parzs, a Bull of Excommunication, againſt the 
King of Navarre, and the Prince of Conde : The Parlia- 
ment of Paris, made their Remonſtrance to the King up- 
on it, which was both grave, and worthy. of the Place 
they held, and of the Authority they ' have 1n this King- 
dom. Saying, for concluſion, that their Conrt had found 
the Style of this Bull, ſo full of Innovation, and ſo diſtant 
from the Modeſty of antient Popes, that they cond not un- 
derſtand in it, the voice of an Apoſtles Succeſlor ; foraf- 
mmch, as they found not in their Records, nor in the ſearch 
of all Antiquity, that the Princes of France, had cver beczz 
ſubjeF to the Juſtice or JuriſdiFion of the Pope, and they 
cond not take it into conſideration, till firſt he made appear 
the Right which he pretended in the Tranſlition of King- 
dems, eſtabliſh'd and ordaind by Almighty God, before the 
' Name of Pope was heard of in the World. *'Tis plain by 
this, that the Parliament of Paris, acknowledg'd an in- 
herent Right of Succeſſion in the King of Navarre, though 
of a contrary Religion to their own : And though atter 
the Duke of Gziſes Murrher at Blozs, the City of Paris 
revolted from their Obedience to their Kirg, pretending 
that he was fallen from the Crown, by reaſon of that 
and other Aﬀtions, with which they charg'd him z yet 
the fum of all their Power to renounce him, and create 
the Duke of Mayerne Liextenant General , depended ul- 
t:mately on the Popes anthority 5 which as you fee, but 
three years before, they had: peremptorily denied. ” 
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The Colledg of Sorboxre began: the Dance, by their 
Determination, that the Kingly Right was forfeited ; and 
ſtripping him of all his Dzgeztzer, they calld him plain 
Henry de Valojs : after this, ſays my Author, ſexteer Raſ- 
cals (by which he means the Conrcil, of. that Number ) 
having adminiſtred the Oath of Government to the Duke 
of Mayenne, to take in quality of Lievtenant General of 
the Eſtate and Crown of France 3, the ſame ridiculous Dig- 
zity, was confirm'd to. him, by an 1maginary Parliament, 
the true Parliament being detain'd Priſoners, in divers of. 
the City-Gaols, and two new Seals were order'd to be imme. 
diately made, with this Inſcription : The Seal of the King- 
dom of France. I need not inlarge on this Relation, 
*tis evident from hence, that the Sorboniſts were the: 
Original, and our Schiſmatiques in England, were the 
Copiers of Rebellion; that. Paris began, and London. 
follow'd.. 


The next Lines of my Author are, that « Gentleman. 
of Paris, made the Duke of Ma _ PiFure to be drawn, 
with a Crown Imperial oz his Head, and I have heard of 
an Emgliſh Nobleman, who has at this day, the Picture 
of Old Oliver, with this Motto underneath it, Utinare. 
wxeris, All this while, this cannot be reckon'd an Aq- 
of State, for the Depoſing King Herry the Third; becauſe 
it was. an Aq&- of Ouvert Rebelfion in the Pariſfans:. net- 
ther could the holding of the three Eſtates at Paris, af- 
terwards, by the ſame Duke of Mayenze, devolve any 
Right on. him, in. prejudice of King Hexry the Fourth 5 
though. thoſe pretended States, declar'd. his Title void,. 
On the account of his Relzg7oz -. becauſe thoſe Eſtates 
could neither be calld nor holden, but by.and under the. 
Aithority of the Lawful. King, It wou'd take more time 


than: I have. allow'd,. for this. Vindication, or I oy 
cy 
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eaſily trace from the French H:#ory, what Misfortunes at- 
tended France, and how near it was to Ruine, by the En- 
deayors to alter the Succeſſion. For firſt, it was actually 
Diſmembred, the Duke of Mercewr ſetting up a Principa- 
lity in the Dutchy of Bretagne, Independant of the Crows : 
the Duke -of Mazerne had an evident deſign to be elefted 
King, by the favour of the People and the Pope : the 
young Dukes of G#iſe and of Nemours, aſpir'd with the 
intereſt of the Spanzards, to be choſen, by their Marriage 
with the Infants Izabela. The Duke of Lorain, was 
for cantling out ſome part of France, whictr lay next his 
Territories ; and the Duke of Savoy, had before the 
Death of Henry the Third, a&ually poſleſs'd himſelf of the 
Marguiſate of Saluces. But above all, the Spariards to- 
mented theſe Civil Wars, in hopes to reduce that flou- 
riſhing Kingdom, under their own Movarchy. To as 
many, and as great Miſchiefs, ſhould we be evidently 
ſ\abje&; if we ſhould madly ingage .our ſelves, in the 
like Practiſes of altering the Sxcceſſzon, which our Gra- 
cious King, in his Royal Wiſdom well forfaw ; and has 
cut up that accurfed Proje& by the Roots; which wall 
render the memory of his Juſtice and Prudence, In:mortal 
and Sacred to future Ages, for having not only preſerv'd 
our preſent quiet, but ſecur'd the Peace of our Poſterity. 


'Tis clearly manifeſt, that no At of State pals'd, to the 
pray ns of either, the King of Navarre, or of Hemry 
the Fourth; confider him, wn either of the two circum- 
ſtances : but Oracle Hunt , taking this for granted, 
wou'd prove 2 F arkarnny that if « Proteſtant Prince, were 
aFually excluded from a Popiſh Kingdom, then a Popiſh 
Succeſſor is more reaſonably to be excluded from a Prote-

others, ape no Hgn thatzhoſe Princes held rhemſe}ves/ob» 
lig'd 'in Conſcience; to deftrey, men. of a different Berſws- 
fron. It will be ſaid thaſeT dlerations'were gaind by ver 
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of Arms : In the firſt place 'tis no great credit to the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, that the Proteſtants in France were aCta- 
ally Rebels. But the truth is, they were only Gereva Pro- 
teitants, and their opinions were far diſtant from thoſe of 
the Church of England, which teaches paſſzve obedience to 
all her Sons, and not to propagate Religion by RebeÞo.

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judge (as men that do not Poetize, may be Judges of Wit, 
Humane nature and Common Decencies : ) So then the Sen- 
tence is begun with 1 : there is but one of them puts 
in for a Judges Place : that's he inthe Gray : but preſently 
tis men; two more in Buckram , wowd be Judges too. 
Neither of them it ſeems, Poetize ; that's true, but both 
of them are in at Rhime Doggrel; witneſs the Song a- 
gain{t the Biſhops, and the Tuzbridge-Ballad. By the 
way, I find all my Scribling Enemies have a mind to 
be Judges, and Chief Barons: proceed Gentlemen. This 
Play (as I am inform d by ſome, who have a nearer Com- 
munication with the Poets and the Players, than T have.) 
Which of the two Sofas is it that now ſpeaks? If the 
Lawyer, 'tis true, he has but little Communication with 
the Players : if the Poet, the Players have but little Com- 
munication with him. For tis not long ago, he ſaid to 
ſome body, By G— my Lord, thoſe Tory-rogues will a 
one of my Plays, Well, but the Acculation, that this 
Play was once written by arotber, and then twas call'd 
the Pariſian Maſſacre : Such a Play, I have heard indeed 
was written; but I never ſaw it. Whether this be any 
of it or no, I can ſay no more, than for my own part of 
it. But pray, who denies the unparalleld villany of the 
Papiſts, in that bloody Maſacre? I have enquired, why 
it was not Aced, and heard it was {topt,by the interpoſitt- 
on of an Ambaſſador, who was willing to fave the Credit 
of his. Country, and not to have the Memory of an AQtti- 
on fo barbarous, revivd. But that I tempted my Friend 
to alter it, is a notorious Whiggiſm. to fave the broader 
Word, The Sicilian Veſpers 1 have had Plotted by me 
above theſe ſeven years: The Story of it, I found under 
borow?'d Names in Giraldo Cinthio; but the Rape in my 
Tragedy of Amboyna, was o like it, that I forbore the 
Writing. But what had this to do with Proteſtants? tor 
the Maſſacres and the Maſſacred were all Papilts,

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- But 'tis obſervable, they ſay, that though the Maſſacre 
cond not be ated, as it was firſt written againſt Papiſts, yet 
when it was turn'd upon Proteſtants, it found reception. 


Now all's come out,the Scandal of the Story,turns at laſt 
upon the Government : that Patroniſes Popiſh Plays, and for- 
bids Proteſtant. Ours is to be a Popiſh Play, why ? becauſe 
it expoſes the Villany of SeFaries and Rebels?

The next Accuſation is particular to me, #hat T the 
ſaid Bays, woud falſly and felloniouſly, have robb'd Nat, 
Lee, of his ſhare in the.

their Horns nor Claws, nor cloven Feet: 1' know: tot 
what I ſhou'd have done, unleſs I-had drawn the Devil 
a handſom proper Gentleman, like the! Painter ini the:Fable, 
to have made a Frieyd of him ; but I ought to;be exem- 
Plarily puniſh'd for it ; when the Devil gets uppermoſt, I - 
ſhall expe# it. I the mean time, let Magiſtrates (that 
reſpe# their Oaths and Office) which/ words you ſee, are 
put into a Parertheſss as (if God (help us) we had 
none ſuch now; let them put the Law in execution, a- 
gainſt leud Scriblers, the Mark, will be too fair upon a 
_ Pilbory, for a Turnip or a rotten Egg to miſs it. But for 
my part, I have not Malice enough, to wilh him ſo much 
harm ; not ſo much as to have a Hair of his head periſh, 
much leſs, that one whole fide of it ſhould be diſmantled : I 
am no Informer who writ ſuch a Song, or ſuch a Libel, 
if the Dulzeſs betrays him not, he is ſafe for ve. And 
may the ſame dulneſs preſerve him ever from publick, 
Fuſtice: *tis a ſufficient thick - Mud-waf}, betwixt him and 
Lay : *tis his Guardian-Angel, that protects him from Pu- 
niſhment, becauſe in ſpight of him, he cannot deſerve it.

Some of the ſucceeding Pargraphs, are intended for 
ery Ciceronian : There the Lawyer flouriſhes in the Pul- 
p?t, and the Poet ſtands in Socks amongſt the Crowd to 
hear him. Now for Narration, Refutation, Calummiati- 
on, Aggravation, and the whole Artillery of Tropes and 
Figures, to defend the Proceedings at Guzld- Hal : the 
moſt minute circumſtances of the Elections, are deſcrib'd 
ſo lively, that a man, who had not heard he was there in 
a Livery-Gown, might ſuſpect, there was a quorum pars 
magna fui in the Cafe : and multitudes of Eleftors, 
Juſt as well qualified as himſelf, might give their Party 
the greater Number : but throw back their gailt Shillings, 
which were told for G#i#»ies, and their true Summ was 
conſiderably lefs.

What the importancy of the occaſion was, 
I will not ſearch ; 'tis well if their own Conſciences will 
acquit them.

In con- 
ſcience what can you urge againſt me, which I cannot re- 
turn an hundred times heavier on yon? And by the way 
you tell me, that to affirm the contrary to this, is a Pre-

What Ezgliſh-ma do you 
think does not honour his Repreſentatives, and with a 
Parliament void of heats and animoſities, to ſecure 
the quiet of the Nation ? You cite his Majeſties laſt De- 
claration againſt thoſe who dare trifle with Parliaments: 
(a Declaration by the way, which you endeavour'd not 
to have read publickly in Churches, with a threatning to.

monegſt the reft, to this preſent Entertainment of an Opera. Pro« 
priety of Thought is that Fancy which ariſes naturally from the 
Subject, or which the Poet adapts to it. Propriety of Words, is the 
cloathing of thoſe Thoughts with fuch Expreſſions, as are naturally 
proper to them : And from both theſe, if they are judiciouſly per- 
form'd, the delight of Poetry reſults. An Opera is a Poetical Tale, 
or Fiction, repreſented by Vocal and Iſtrumental Muſick, adorn'd 
with Scenes, Machines,and Dancing. The ſuppos'd Perſons of this 
Muſical Drama, are generally ſupernatural, as Gods ,and Goddeſles, 


J F Wit has truly been defin'd a Propriety of Thoughts and Words, 


and Heroes, which at leaſt are deſcended from them, and are in due 


time, tobe adopted into their Number, The Subje& therefore being 
extended beyand the Limits ot Humane Nature, admits of that fort 
of marvellous and furprizing Conduct, which is rejected in other 
Plays. Humane Impoſlibilties are to be receiv'd, as they are in Faith ; 
becauſe where Gods are introducd, a Supreme Power is to be un- 
derſtood, and ſecond Cauſes are out of doors: Yet Propriety is 
to be obſerv'd even here. The Gods are all to manage their peculiar 
Provinces; ang what was attributed by the Heathens to one Power, 
ought not to be perform d by any other. Phebus mult foretel, Mer- 


_cary maſt charm with his Cadzcews, and Juno muſt reconcile the 


Quarrels of the Marriage-Bed. To conclude, they muſt all at 
according to their diſtin&tand peculiar CharaQers. If the Perſons

Poetical Ornaments: For Vocal Muſick, though it often admits a | 
Loftineſs of Sound ; yet always exaCts an harmonious Sweetndſs : 
or to diſtinguiſh yet more juſtly, The recitative Part of the Opera 
requires a more Maſculine Beauty of Expreſſion and Sound : The 
other, which ( for want of a proper Engliſh Word ) I muſt call 
The Songiſh Part, muſt abound in the Softneſs and Variety of Num- Þ| 
bers ; its principal Intention, being to pleaſe the Hearing, rather | 
than to gratifie the Underftanding. It appears indeed prepoſterous | 
at firſt fight, That Rhime, on any conſideration ſhould take place 
of Reaſcn. But in order to reſolve the Probleme, this fundamental 
Propoſition muſt be ſetled, That the firſt Inventors of any Art or 
Science, provided they have brought it to perieCtion, are, in rea- 
lon, to give Laws to it; and according to their Model, all after- 
uncertakers are to build. Thus in Epique Poetry, no Man ought 
to diſpute the Authority of Homer, who gave the firſt Being to 
that Maſter-ptece of Art, and endued it with that Form of PerfeCti- 
ON 1N il its Parts , that nothing was wanting to its excellency. 
Virgil therefore, and thoſe very few who have ſucceeded him, en- 
deavour'd not to introduce or innovate any thing in a. Deſign alrea- 
dy periected, but imitated the Plan of the Inventor ;_ and are only 
fo far true Heroick Poets, as they have built on the Fouridations of 
Homer, Thus Pindar, the Author of thoſe Odes , ( which are fo 
admirably reſtor'd by Mr. Cowley in our Language, ) ought for ever 
to be the Standard of them; and we are bound according to the 
prattice of Horace and Mr. Cowley , to Copy him. Now, to apply 
this Axiom to our preſent purpoſe, whoſoever undertakes the wri-. 
ting of an Opera, 4 which. is a modern invention, though built in- | 
deed, on the Foundations of Ethnick Worſhip, ) is oblig'd to imi-- | 
tate the Deſign of the 7ralians, who have not only. invented, but . 
brought ro perfection, this fort of Dramatick Muſical Entertain- 
ment. [ have not been able, by any ſearch, to get any tght either 
of the time, when it began, or of the tirſt. Author. But I have pro-- 
bable Reaſons, which induce me to believe, that ſome 7talzans ha-. 
ving curiouily obſerv d the Gallantries of. the Spanzjh Moors at their 
Zambra's, or Royal Feaſts, where NViuſick, Songs, end Dancing 
were in perte&ion ; together with their Machines, which are uſual 
at their Sortiza's, or running at the Ring, and other Sotemnities, 
may poſlibly have refin'd upon thoſe Moreſque Divertiſements, and 
produc'd this delightful Entertainmenr, by leaving out the warlike

the ' Machines, the Songs, and Dances. But however it began, 
{ for this is only conjeQural, ) we know that for ſome Centuries, 
the knowledge of Muſick has flouriſh'd principally in /zaly, the Mo- 
ther of Learning and of Arts; that Poetry and Painting have been 
there reſtor'd - and fo cultivated by /zalian Maſters, That all Europe 
has been enrich'd out of their Treaſury, aud the other Parts of it 
18 relation to thoſe delightful Arts, are ſtill asmuch Provincial to 
{taly, as they were in the time of the Roman Empire. Their firſt 
Opera's ſeem to have been intended for the Celebration of the Mar- 
= riages of their Princes, or for the Magnificence of ſome general time 
” of Joy. Accordingly the Expences. of them were from the Purſe 
of the Sovereign, or of the Republick, as they are ſtill practis'd at 
Venice, Rome, and other Places.at their Carnivals. Savoy and Flo- 
rence have often us d them in-their Courts, at the Weddings of their 
Dukes: And at 7arin particularly, was pertorm d the Pa/tor Fido, 
written by the famous Gzarizz, which is a Paſtoral Opera made to: 
ſolemnize the Marriage of a Duke of Savoy. The Prologue of it has 
given the Deſign to all the Frexch; which is a Complement to the 
Sovereign Power by ſome God or Goddeſlcs ; fo that it looks yo leſs. 


than a kind of Embaſlie from Heaven to Earth.l faid inſche beginning; 
of this. Preface, that the Perſons repreſented in Opera s, are general-: 
ly Gods, Goddeſles, and Heroes deſcended from them, who are 
luppos'd to be their peculiar Care; which hinders not, but that:

| Whoby reaſon of the ſpare Time they had, in their almoſt adle* 
Employment, had-moſt leifure to make Verſes, and to be 1n Love :. 
aka fomewhat of which Paſtion , no Opera can poſlibly ſubs 
i{t. 
'Tis almoſt neeclels to ſpeak any thing of that. noble Language,. 
In which this Muſical Drama was firſt invented and perform'd. All,. 
Who are converſant in the 7alrar, cannot bur obſerve, that it 1s 
the ſoiteſt, the ſweeteit, tne moſt harmonious, not only-of any 
modern Tongue, but even beyond any of rhe Learned, It feems: 
Indeed'to have been invented for the ſake of Poetry and Mufick ; 
the Vowels are ſo abounding in all Words, eſpecially in the Terms 
NAtOp> 
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nations of them, that excepting fome few Monoſyllables, the whole 
Language ends inthem. Then the Pronunciation'is ſo Manly, and 
fo Sonorous , that their very Speaking has more- of Muſick in it 
than Dutch Poetry, and Soug. It has withal deriv'd ſo much Co- 
-piouſneſs and Eloquence from the Greek and Latin, in the Compo- 
fition of Words, and the Formation of them, that ( if after all we 
muſt call it Barbarous ) 'tis the moſt Beautiful and moſt Learned 
of any Barbariſm in Modern Tongues. And we may, at leaſt, as 
juſtly praiſe it , as Pyrrhus did the Roman Diſcipline and Martial 
Order, that it was of Barbarjans, ( foro the Greeks call'd all other 
Nations, ) but had nothing in it of Barbarity, This Language has 
in a manner been refin'd and purify'd from the Gothzch, ever ſince 
the time of Dante ; which is above Four Hundred Years ago ; and 
the French, who now caſt a longing Eye to their Country, are not 
leſs ambitious to poſleſs their Elegance in Poetry and Muſick ; in 
both which they labour at Impoſlibilities. "Tis true indeed, they 
have reform'd their Tongue, and brought both thei Proſe and Poe- 
ry to a Standard ; the Sweetneſs, as well as the Purity is much im- 


their Spelling tedious, and their Pronunciation harſh : Bur after all, 
as nothing can be improy d beyond its own Speczes, or farther than 
1ts original Nature will allow; as an ill Voice, though never fo 
throughly inſtructed in the Rules of Muſick, can never be brought 
to ſing harmoniouſly, nor many an honeſt Critick ever arrive to 
be a good Poet ; ſo neither can the naturs] Harſhneſs of the French, 
or their perpetual ill Accent, be ever refin'd into perfect Harmony 
like the /zalian. The Engliſh has yet more natural Diſadvantages 
than the French ; our original Zeutonick conſiſting moſt in Mono- 
{yllables, and thoſe incumbred with Conſonants, cannot poſſibly be 
freed from thoſe Inconveniences. The reſt of our Words, which 
arederiv d from the Lazin chiefly, and the Frexch, with ſome ſmall 
Sprinklingsof Greek, Z2alian and Spaniſh, are ſome Relief in Poetry, 
and help us to ſoften our uncouth Numbers ; which together with 
our En2zlifh Genius, incomparably beyond the trifling of the French, 
in all the nobler Parts of Verſe, will juſtly give us the Prehemi- 
nence. But, on the other hand, the Effteminacy of our Pronuncia- 
tion, ( a Defe&t common to us, and to the Dayxes,) and our Scar- 
city of Female Rhimes, have left the Advantage of Mufical Com» 
poſition for Songs, though not tor Recitative, to our Neighbours,

prov'd, by throwing off the unneceſſary Conſonants, which made 
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The Prefate. 
- Through theſe Difficulties, I have madea ſhift toſtrupple, in my 
part of the performance of this Opera 3 which, as mean as it is, de- 
ſerves at leaſt a Pardon, becauſe it has attempted. a Diſcovery be- 
yond any former Undertaker of our Nation ; only remember, that 
if there be no North-Eaſt Paſſage to be found, the Fault is in Na- 
ture, and not in me.. Of, as Ben. Johnſon tells us in the Alchymiff, 
when Projection had fail'd, and the Glaſſes were all broken, there 
was enough however in the Bottoms of them to cure the Itch ; . fo - 
[ may thus be poſitive, That if I have not ſucceeded, as I deſire, 
yet there is ſomewhat ſtill remaining, to latisfie the Curioſity or- 
Itch of Sight and Hearing. Yet I have no great-reaſon to deſpair: ; : 
for I may without vanity, own ſome Advantages, which are not: 
common to every Writer:z ſuch as are the knowledge of the /ralian 
and French Langwage, and the being converſant with ſome of their 
beſt Performances in this kind ; which have furniſh'd me with fuch : 
variety of Meaſures, as have given the Compoſer Monfieur Grabut 
what Occaſions he cou'd wiſh, to ſhew his extraordinary Talent, in» 
diverſifying the Recitative,the Lyrical Part, and the Chorus : In all 
which, (not to attribute any thing to my own Opinion, ) the beſt 
Judges, and thoſe too of the beſt Quality, who have honourd his: 
Rehearſals with their Preſence, have no leſs commended the Hap- - 
pineſs of his Genius than his Skill. And let me have the Liberty-- 
to add one thing ; that he has ſo exactly expreſs'd my Senſe, inall * 
Places, where I intended 'to move the. Paſſions, that he ſeems to - 
have enter'd into my Thoughts, and to have been the Poet as well : 

as the Compoſer. This I fay, not*to flatter him,. but to do him : 

Right ; becauſe amongſt ſome Engliſh Mulicians, and their Scho-- 

lars, ( who are ſure to judge after them, ) the imputation of being - 

a French-man, is enough to make a Party, who maliciouſly..endea- - 

vour to decry him. But the knowledge ob Latin and 7talian Poets, 

both which he poſleſles,. beſides his Skill in; Muſick, and his being 
acquainted with all the Performances of the French Opera's, ad- - 
ding to theſe the good Senſe to which he 1s born, having raisd him : 
to a degree above any Man, who ſhall pretend to be his Rival on 
our Stage. When any of our Countrey-men excell him, I ſhall be

If I thought (it convenient, I cou'd there diſcover ſome Rulcss 
which I have given to myſelt in writing of an:Opera 10 general; 
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and of this Opera in particular : But I conſider;that the 'Efiet would 
only be,to have my own performance meaſur'd by the Laws I gave; 
and conſequently to ſet up ſome little Judges, who not underſtan- 
ding throughly, wou'd be fure to fall upon the Faults, and nor to 
acknowledge airy of the Beauties ; ( an hard meaſure which I have 
ofren found frum talſe Criticks, ) ticre therelore, # they will Cri- 
ticize, they ſhall do it out of their awn Foxd; bur ler them befirit 
allur'd,thar their Ears are nice ;tfor their is neither writing nor judg- 
ing on this Subject, without that good quality, Tis no eafis Mat- 
ter in cur Language to wake Words fo ſmooth, and Numbers fo 
harmonious, that they ſhall almoſt ſet themſelves, and yet there 
are Rujcs for this in Nature: and as preat a certainty of Quantity 
tn our Syilables, as either in the Greek or Latix: But let Poets and 
Judges underſtand thoſe frrit, and then let them begin to ſtudy Ex 
aliſh When they have chaw'd a while upon theſe Preliminaries, it 
may be they will ſcarce adventure to tax me with want of Thought, 
and Elevation ef Fancy in this Work; for they will ſoon be ſatisfied, 
That thoſe are not of the nature of this fort of Writing : The ne- 
ceſlity of double Rimes, and ordering of the Words and Numbers 
for the ſweetneſs of the Voice, are the main, Hinges on which an 
Opera muſt move ; and both of theſe are wichout the compaſs of 
any Art to teach another to periorm;unleſs Nature in the firſt place 
has dune her part, by enduing the Poet with that nicety of hearing, 
that the Diſcord of Sounds in Werds ſhall as muciz oftend him, as a 
Seventh in Muſick wou'd a good Compoſer. I have theretore no 
need to make Excuſes for Meanneſs of Thought in many piaces: 
The 7talians, with all the Advantages of their Language, are con- 
tinuaily forc'd apon it.; or rather they aftet ir. The chief Sccret 
1S in the choice oft Wores; and by tlus Choice I do not here mean 
Elegancy of Expreſſion ; but Propriety ot - Sound, to be varied ac- 
cording to the Nature of: the Subject. Periaps a time may come, 
when I may treat of this more largely, out of ſome Obſervations 
which I have made from Homer and Yirgi/, who amongſt all the 
Poets, only underſtood the Art of Numbers, and of that which 
was properly call d Rzthmus by the Ancients. 

_ The ſame Reaſons which depreſs Thought in an_ Opera, have a 
fironger Effect upon the Words ; eſpecially in our Language : For 
there is no maintaining the Purity of Exg/i/h in ſhort Meaſures, 
where the Rhime returns ſo quick, and 1s-fo often Female, or dou- 
ble Rhime, which is not natural to our Tongue, becauſe it cogliſts 
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too much of Monoſyllables, and thoſe too, moſt commonly cltogg'd 

with Conſonants ; for which reaſon I am often forc'd to Coin new 

Words, revive ſome that are antiquated , and botch others ; as if f 

had not ſervd out my Time in Poetry, but was bound *Prentice to 

ſome Doggrel Rhimer, who makes Songs to Tunes: and fings them 
for a Livelihood, Tis true, 1 have not been often put to this Drud- 

gery ; but where I have, the Words will ſufficiently ſhew, that 1 
was then a Slave to the Compoſition, which I will never be again : 
*Tis my part to Invent, and the Muſician's to Humour that Inven- 
tion, I may be counſelPd, and will always follow my Friend's Ad- 
vice, where I find it reaſonable ; but will never part with the Power 
of the Mita. 

I am now to acquaint my Reader with ſomewhat more particu- 
lar concerning this Opera,atter having beggd his Pardon for fo long 
a Preface to ſo ſhort a Work. It was originally intended only for 
a Prologue to a Play, of the Nature of the Tempe; which is 2 
Tragedy mix'd with Opera; or a Drama written in blank Verſe, 
adorn'd with Scenes, Machines, Songs and Dances : So that the 
Fable of it is all ſpoken and acted by the beſt of the Comedians ; 
the other part of the Entertainment to be perform'd by the fame 
Singers and Dancers who are introduc'd in this preſent Opera. It 
cannot properly be calld a Play, becauſe the Action of 1t is fup- 
pos d to be conduQted ſometimes by ſapernaturaj Means, or Ma- 
gick; nor an Opera, becauſe the Story of it is not ſung. But more 
of this at its proper time : But ſome intervening Accidents having 
hitherto deferr'd the performance of the main Deſign, I propos d 
to the Actors, to turn the intended Prologue into an Entertainment 


by it ſelf, as you now ſee it, by adding two Ads more to what 


had already written. The SubjeCt of it is wholly Alltegorical ; and 
the Allegory ic ſelf fo very obvious, that it will no ſooner be read 
than underſtood. Tis divided according to the plain and natural 
Method of every Action, into Three Parts. For even Ariſtotle 
fumfſeif is contented to fay ſunply, That in all Actions there is a 
Beginning, a Middle, and an End ; after which Model, ail the $24- 
iſh Plays are built. 

The Deſcriptions of the Scenes, and other Decorations of the 
Stage, I had from Mr. Betrerton, who has ſpar'd neither ſor Indu- 
ſtry, nor Coſt, to make this Entertainment perfect, nor for In- 
vention of the Ornaments to beautifie it. 
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To conclude, Though the Enemies of the Compoſer are not few, 
and that there isa Party form'd againſt him , of his own Profeſſion, 
L hope, and am perſuaded, that thus Prejudico will turn in the end 
ro his Advantage. For thegreateſt part of an Audience is always 
unintere(6'd, though ſeldom knowing ; and it the Muſick be well 
compos'd, and well perform'd, they who find themſelves pleas'd, 
will be ſo wiſe as not to be irmposd upon, and fool'd out of their 
ſatisfaction. The newneſs oi the Undertaking 15 all the hazard : 
When Opera's were firſt ſet up in Frazce,. they were not follow'd 
over cagerly ;. but they gaind daily upon their Hearers, till they 
zrew to that height of Reputation, which they now enjoy. The- 
: Engliſh 1confels, are not altogether ſo Mulical as the Freach; and 
vet they have been: pleas'd already with the 7empe#7 , and fome 
Pieces that follow'd, which were neither much better Written, nor 
ſo well compos'd as this, It it finds encouragement, I dare pro- 
miſe my ſelf to mend my Hand, by making a more pieafing, Fable : 
In the mean time, every Loyal Eng/i/hman cannot but be fatisfy'd. 
with the Moral of this, which ſo plainly repreſcnts the double Re-. 
Joration of his Sacred Majeſty.

and I cannot reaſonably blame them for their Cantion 4 becauſe they 
are anſwerable for any thing that is publickly repreſented : And 
their Zeal for the Government is ſuch, that they had rather loſe 
the beſt Poetry in the World, than give the leaſt Suſpicion of their 
Loyalty.

But to return to Platarch 3 you will find him particularly fond 
of Cleomenes his CharaFer ; who as he was the laſt of the Spartan 
Heroes, ſo he was, in my Opinion, the greateſt. Even his Enemy, Po- 
Iybius, though engagd in the contrary FaGion, yet ſpeaks honourably 
of him 5 and eſpecially of his laſt Aion in Egypt. T his Author is 
alſo made Engliſh, aud will ſhortly be publiſ®d for the Common 
Benefit. - 

= I have added to the Story, is chiefly the Love of Aga- 
thoclea, the King's Miſtreſs; whoſe Name I have changd into © 

Caſſandra 3 only for the better ſound . As Thave alſo the name of. 
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Nicagoras, into that of Conus, for the ſame Reaſon. Cratificlza, 
Pantheus, and Sofybms, are to be found in the Story, with the

mention made of the Son of Cleomenes, who had reſolution enough

And for Cleora, whom I make the ſecond Wife 
cf Cleomenes (fer Fgyatis was dead before) you” will find a hint 
of her in Plutarch 5 for he tells as, T hat after the loſs of the Bat- 
tle at Sellalia, he retarn'd to Sparta, and entring his own Houſe, 
w.s there attended by a Free-born /Voman of Megalopolis. 

The PiGure of Ptolomey Philopater, 7s giver by the fore-men- 
tion'd Authors to the full, Both agree that he was an Original of 
his kind a Lazy, Effeminate, Cowardly, Cruel, and Luxurious 
Prince, manag d by bis Favourite, and impos'd on by his Miſtreſs. 
] he Son of Soſybyus, whom I call Cleanthes, was a Friend to 
Cleomenes :; but Plutarch ſays, he at length forſook him. 'T hve 
giun him a fairer Chara#er, and made it only a ſeeming Treache- 
ry, which he prafird. If any be ſo curious to enquire what be- 
came of Caſſandra, whoſe Fortune was left in ſuſpence at the Con- 
cluſion of the Play, 1 muit firſt inform them, that after the death of 
Cleomenes, (the Heroe of my Poem, ) 1 was oblzg'd by the Laws of 
the Drama, to let fall the Curtain immediately; becauſe the Action 
was then concluded. But Polybius tells 54, that fhe ſurviv'd 
Ptolomey, who reign'd about Twenty ſeven Tears ; that with her 
Brother Agathocles, ſhe govern'd Egypt in the Minority of his Sore 
Prolomey Epiphanes 3 and that finally for oppreſſmg of the People, 
both the Brother and Sifter were ſlain in a popular InſurreFion. 

There is nothing remaining, but my Thanks to the Town in ge- 
eral, andio the fair Ladies in particular, for their kind Reception 
of my Play. And though I cannot rerat} what 1 ſaid before, thet 
1 ras not much concern'd in my own particular, for the Embargo 
which was laid upon it : Yet I think, my ſelf obligd, at the ſame 
time, to render my Acknowledgments to thoſe Hononrable Perſons, 
who were inſtrumental in the freeing it. . For as it was from 4 
Principle of Nobleneſs in them, that they would not ſuffer one to

g "JHus fell 4gis. His Brother Archidamus was too quick for 
Leonidas, and fav'd himſelt by a timely Retreat. Bur 
his Wiſe then newly brought to Bed, the Tyrant forc'd | 
her from her own Houſe, and compell'd her to marry 
his Son Cleamenes, though at that time too young for a Wife; for 
he was unwilling that any one elſe ſhould have her, ſhe being 
Heireſs to her Father Gy/zppas's great Eſtate; tor Perſon, the fineſt 
. Woman in all Greece, very good-natur'd, of an exemplary Life, and 
therefore, they ſay, ſhe did all ſhe could, that ſhe might not be 
compelrd to this Match. | | 


Being thus married to Cleomeyves, ſhe hated Leonidas, but to the 
Youth ſhe ſhow'd her felf a kind and obliging Wife. He, as ſoon 
as they came together, began to lave her very much, and the con- 
{tant Kindneſs that ſhe ſtill retain'd for the memory of Agzs, 
wrought ſomewhat of Concern in the young Man for him, ſo that 
he would often enquire of her concerning what had pals'd, and at- 
tentively liſten to the Story of A4gzs's Deligns. Now Cleomenes had 
a generous and great Soul ; he was as temperate and moderate in 
his Pleaſures as Agzs, but not fo very cautious, circumſpet and 
gentle : a ſpur of Paſſion always gall'd him, and his eagerneſs to 
purſue that which he thought good and juſt, was violent and heady. 
To make Men willing to. obey, he conceiv'd to be the beſt Gia 

* D pline ; 
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> - 
pline; but likewife to break the ſtubborn, and force them to be 
better, was in his opinion commendable and brave. This Diſpoſt- 
tion made him diſlike the manavement of tne City : The Citizens 
hy diffoly'd infupine Tdleneſs and Pleafures; the' King minded no- 
thing, deſigning, if no body gave him any aiſturbance, to waſte 
his Time in Faſe and Riot; the Publick was neglected, and each 
Man intent upon his private Gain. "Ewas dangerous, now Agzis. 
was kilfd, to mention the exercifins and training of their Youth, 
and to ſet up for the ancient Bravery and Equality, was Treafon 
acainſt the State. "Tis faid alſo that Cleomenes, whillt a Boy, ſtu- 
died Philofopay under Sphzras the Boryſtexite, who coming. to 
Sparta, was very diligent in Infiruing the Yeuth : Spherus 
was-one of the chief of Zen the Cirizax's Scholars, and 'tis likely 
that he admir'd the manly Temper oi Cleomenes, and inflamd his. 
generous Ambition. The ancient L2onidas (as Story faith) being 
ask'd, What manner of Poet he thought Tyrtzus? reply'd, An ex- 
_ cellent one to whet the Courages of youth, for being fiild with 
Fury by his Poems, they daringly venturd on any Danger: now 
the Szoicks Philoſophy tis a dangerous Incentive to hot and. fiery 
Dipoſitions, but being mixt with a grave and cautious Temper, 
is very good to fix and ſettle the Reſolutions. Es 
Upon the Death of his Father . Leonidas, he ſucceeded, and ob- 
ferving the Citizens of al! forts to be debauchd, the rich negleR- 
ing the Publick, and intent on their own Gain and Pleaſure, and 
the poor being cramyt in their private Fortunes, grown unactive, 
Cowards, and not inclinable to the Spartan Inſtitution and way 
of Breeding, that he nad only the Name of King, and the Fpbori 
all the Power, was reioly'd to change tne preſent poſture of AFf- 
fairs. He had a Friend whoſe mme was Yevxares, Ins Lover,(fuch 
aa Aiteion rhe Spartans exprels by the word, ea7raga) him he 
ſounded and of him he wouid commonly enquire, What manner 
of King A477is was, by what means, and by what Aftiſtance he be- 
g4n and purſcd his Deſigns. Xezares at firit wilingly comply'd 
with his Requeſt; and toid him tho whote Story, with all the par- 
ticular Circumſtances of the Actions. But waen he obſery'd Cleo- 
nenes to be extreamly affected at the Relation, and more than or- 
ginarily moy'd at Agiss new mode! of the Government, and beg- 
eng 
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S105 2a repetition of the Story, he at fri} {ſeverely chid him, told 
him, He was frantick, and at laft left off ali fort of Familierity and 
Converſation with him, yet he never told any Man the cau'e of 
their Dilagreement, but would only fay, Cleemeres knew very well. 
C/comenes finding Lenares averie to his Defigns, and thinking all | 
others to be of tie fame opinion, conſulted wirh ndne, but con- ' 
trivd the whole Buſineſs by himfelf. And conſidering that it 
would be eaſter to bring about an Alteration when the City was 
at War, than when in Peace, he engag'd the Commonwealth ina 
Quarrel with the Achzans, whe had given them fair occaſions to 
complain: for Ara/as, a Man of the greateſt Power amongſt a'l the 
Acheans, deſign'd from the very beginning to bring all the Pels- 
pennefians into one common Body. And toceffect this, he under 
took many Expeditions, and ran through 'a long courſe of Po- 
licy ; for he thought this the only means to make them an equal 
Match for their toreign Enemies: All the reſt agreed to his Pro- 
poſals, only the Lacedezmonians, the Eleans, and as many of the 
Arcadians as inclin'd to the Spartan Intereſt, refusd. Therefore 
as ſoon as Leonidas was dead, he fell upon the Arcadiazs, and 
waſted thoſe eſpecially that border d on Achaja; by this means 
deſigning to try the Inclinations of the Spartans, and defpiſing 
Cleomenes as 4 Youth, and of no experience in Afairs of State or 
War. Upon this the Ephori ſent Cleomenesto ſurpriſe the Athene- 
am ( dedicated to zerva) near Belbina, which 1s a paſs of Laco- 
#ia, and was then under the JuriſdiFion of the Megalopelitans : 
Cleomenes poſleſt himatelf of the place, and fortified it; at which, 
Aftion Aratus ſhew'd no publick Reſentment, but marcht 
night to ſurpriſe 7eg:4 and Orchomenium. The) Deſign tail d; for 
thoſe that were to betray the Cities into his Hands, doubted 
the Succeſs; fo Aratas retreated, imagining that his Deſign had 
been undiſcovered: Bur Cl:omezes wrote a jecring Letter to him, 
and deſired to know, as from a Friend; whither he intended to 
march at night? And Aratzs anfwering, That having underſtood 
his Deſign to fortifie Be/5;za, ie refoiv'd to march thither to op- 
poſe him. Cleomenes riiarn'd, That he believed it, but celird 
- him to give him an.account, if it ftood with his Convenience, 
why he carryed thoſe Torches and Ladders with him. 
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Aratus laughing at the Jeer;and asking what manner of Yotth this 
was; Democrites a Spartan Exile replyed, If you have any Defigns upon 
_ the Lacedzmonians, begin before this young Is T alons are grown. 

Preſently after this, Cleomenes being in Arcadia with a few Horſe, 
and 300 Foot, the Fphori fearing to engage in the War, comman- 
ded him home, but upon his Retreat, Aratas taking Caphaz, they 
commiſtiond him again. In this Expedition he took Methudrium, 
and ſpoiled the Country of the Argzves, and the Achazans: to itop 
his Victory, and fccure their Friends, ſent 20000 foot and 1009 
Horſe againſt him, under the Congmand of Ari/fomachas. Cleome- 

ues facd them at Palantium,. and offer d Battle: But Aratus being 
da{h'd at his Bravery, would not ſuffer the General to engage, but 
retreated, being cpr{t by the Achzans, and hooted at, and tcorn'd 
by the Spartazs, who were not, above 5000, tor a Coward. Cleo- 

menes encouraged by this Succels, began to vaunt among the Citt- 
zens a Sentence of one of their ancient Kings, who aid, The Spartans 
feldom enquired how many their Fnemies were, bat where they were. Af- 
ter th1s5,, marching to the Afſiſtance of the Fears, upon whom the 
dIehajans warr d,and about Lyczum falling upon- the Encmy in their 

Retreat, he routed their whole Army, taking a great number of 

Captives,and leaving many dead upon the Place; fo that it was com- 

monly reported among{t the Greeks that Aratus was ſlain. But Ara- 

us making the beſt Advantage of the Opportunity, preſently after 
tne Deſear, march'd to Mantinza, and before any body ſuſpeRted 

xx, took the City, and put a new Garriſon into it. Upon this the 

L.acedemonians being quite diſcouraged, and oppoſing Cleomenes's 

Deſign of carrying on the War, he was eager to ſend tor -Archida- 
45.  Agis's Brother from Meſſena, for he of the other Family had

Power of the Ephori would be abated when the Kingly State was

were concern'd in the Murder of A4gis underſtanding the Defign, 
and fearing that upon Archidamaus's Return they ſhould be call'd to 
an Account, recav'd him coming privately into Town, waited on 
him, and preſently after murder'd. him ; but whether Cleomenes 
was again{t 1t (as Phylarchus 1magines) or whether he was per- 
fvaded by his Friends,, and wink'd. at the Contrivance, is. uncer- 
me | tain. « 
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tain ; however, they were moſt blam'd, as having forc'd his Con- 
ſent. But he {till refolving to new-model the State, brib'd the . 
Ephori to make him General : and won the Aﬀecions of many 
others by means of his Mother Crateficlza, who ſpared no Coſt, 
and was very zealous to promote the ſame Intereſt; and though 
of her ſelf ſhe had no Inclination to marry, yet for her .Son's ſake 
ſhe wedded one of the chiefeſt Citizers for Wealth and Power. 
Cleomenes marching forth with the Army now under his Com- 
mand, took Leuitra, a place belonging to Merzalopolis ; and the: 
Acheans quickly facing him with a good body of Men command- 
ed by Aratas in a Battle uncer the very Walls of the City, ſome 
part of his Army was routed, But Arat#s commanding the Ache- 
.ans not to pais a deep Hollow, and ſtopping the Purſuit, Lydiadas 
the- Megalopulitan fretting at the Orders, encouraging the Horke 
which he leJ, and purſuing the routed Enemy, fell into a place | 
tull of Vines, Hecges and Ditches ; and being forc'd to break his 
Ranks, was put ito a great Diſorder. Cleomenes obſerving the Ad- 
vantage, commanded the 7arentives and Cretans to engare him,. 
by whom, after a brave Diſpute he was routed and ſlam The 
Lacedemonians thus encouraged with a great ſhout fell upon the 
Acheaxs and: routed their whole Army. Of the flain, wh c1 were 
very many, ſome Cleomenes delivered upon Articles, but thz Body 
of Lydiadas he commanded to be brought to him ; and tl e1 put- 
ting on it a purple Robe, and a Crown upon its Head, ſenc a Com 
voy with it to the Gates of Megalopoti, This Lydiadas was ths. 
Man that refign'd his Crown, reſtord Liberty to the Cttizens, and 
joyn'd the City to the Achzan Intereſt. Cleomenes being very 
much raiſed by this Succeſs ; and perſwaded, that if matters were: 
wholly at his Diſpoſal, he ſhould.quickly be too hard for the Ache- 
ans. He taught Megi/tones his Mother's Husband, That "twas ex- 
pedient for the State to ſhake oft the Power of the Ephori, and to: 
put all their Wealth into- one common Stock for. the whole Body; 
That Sparta being reſtor'd to-its old Equality, might be raisd up- 
to be Miſtrffs of all Greece. Megiſtones liked: the Delign; and en- 
 gaged two or three more of his Friends. About that time one of: 
the Fphori ſleeping in Pafiphae's Temple, dream a very ſurpriz-

For *tis very commonly ſeen, tliat Men reverence thoſe whom 
they fear ; and. therefore the Lacedamonians plac d the Temple of 
Fear by the Suſitium of the Ephori, having raisd their Power to 
almoſt abſolute Monarchy. 

The next day Cleomenes profcribd 80 of the Citizens; whom he 
thought neceſſary to baniſh, and removed all the Seats of the 
Ephori except one, in- which he himſelf deſignd to fit, and hear 
Cauſes; and calling the Citizens together, he made an Apology 
for his Proceedings, faying, That by-Lycurgus the Senate was 
joynd to the Kings, and that that model of Government had con- 
tinued a long time; and needed no other fort of Magiſtrates to 
give it perfection. But afterward in the long War with the Mef- 
ſenians, when the Kings being to command tho Army, had no 
time to attend civil-Cauſes, they choſe tome of their Friends, and 
teft them to determine the Suits of the Citizens 1n their Tread, 
Theſe were calld Ephori, and at firſt behav'd themiclves as Ser- 
vants to the Kings, but afterward by degrees they appropriated 
the Power to themſelves, and erected a diſtin fort of Ma Tracy. 
An evidence of the Truth of this may ke taken from the uſual 
Behaviour of the Kings, who upon the firſt and ſecond Meſlage of | 
the Ephori, retule to go, put upon ee third readily attend m_ 
An 
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And Aſeropus, the firſt that raisd the Ephori to that height of 
Power, liv'd a great many years after their Inſtitution; therefore 
whilſt they modeſtly contain'd themſelves within their own proper 
Sphear, 'twag better to bear with them than to make a diſtur- 
bance. But that an upſtart introduc'd Power ſhould fo far de- 
Rroy the old model of Government, as to bantih ſome Kings, 
murder others without hearing their defence, and threaten thoſs 
ho deſir'd to fee the beſt and moſt divine Conſtitution reſtor'din 
Sparta, was unſuflerable. Therefore :1f it had been poſſible for 
him without Bloodſhed, to have freed Lacedzmon from thoſe 
foreign Plagues, Luxury, Vanity, Debts and Ulury, and from 
thoſe more ancient Evils, Poverty and Riches, he- ſhould- have 
thought himſelf tHe happieſt King in the World, having like. art 
expert Phyſician curd the Ditcaſes of his Countrey without pain. 
But now in this neceflity Lycargas's Example favour'd his Proceed- 
ings, who being neither King, nor Magiſtrate, but a private 
Man, and aiming at the Kingdom, came arm'd into the Market- 
place, and for fear of the King Carilexs fled to the Altar: but he 
being a good Man, and a lover of his Countrey; readily conſen- 
ted to Lycurgas's Project, and admitted an Alteration in the State. 
Thus by his own Actions Lycargus ſhow'd, That it was difficult 
to corre&t the Government without Force and Fear, . in uſing 
which, he ſaid, he would be ſo moderate, as never to defire their 
Aſſiſtance, .but either to. terrifie or ruine the Enemies of Sparta's 
Happineſs and Safety. He commanded that. all the Land. ſhould 
be left in common, and private Claims laid aſide: That Debtors 
ſhould be diſcharged of their Debts, and a ſtrict ſearch.made, who 
were Foreigners, and who not : That the true Spartans, recover- 
ing their Courage, might defend the City by their Arms, and | 
that we may no longer ſee Laconia, for want of a ſufficient num- 
ber to ſecure it, waſted by the Ztolians and 1Uyrians. Then he 
himſelf firſt, with his Father-in-law Megi/tones, and his Friends, 
brought all their Wealth into one publick Stock, and all the other 
Citizens follow'd the example: the-Land was divided, and every 
one that he had baniſh'd, had a ſhare afſign'd him; tor he pro- 
mis'd to reſtore all, as ſoon as things were ſettled and in quiet 
and compleating the common aumber of Citizens, out of the beſt 
HER BR rt WI 


ang moſt agreeable of the neighbouring Inhabitants; he raisd a Body 
of 4000 Men, and.inftead of a Spear, taught them to we a Sariſſa, (a 


long Pike) with both hands, and to carry their Shieldsby a String faſt- 


ned:round their Arms, and. not by a Handle, as before. After this he 
began- to conſult about. the exerciſing and breeding of the Youth, 
(many Particulars of which, Sphezrus being then at. Sparta, directed) 
and in a ſhort time the Schools of Exerciſe, and their S4ſiria, (common 
eating Places) recover their ancient Decency and Order, a few out of 


neceſlity,but the moſt voluntarily applying themſelves to that-generous 


and Lacenick way of Living: beſides, that the Name of Monarch might 
give them no jealouſie, he made Eucle;das, his Brother, Partner in the 
Throne; and that was the only time that Sparta had two Kings of the 
ſame Family. Then underſtanding that the 4chezans and Aratus ima- 
gind that this Change had diſturb'd and ſhaken his Afairs, and that he 
would not venture out of Sparta, and leave the City now unſettled by 


ſo great an Alteration, he thought it great and ſerviceable to his | De- 
{Ligns, to convince his Enemies that he was eagerly deſirous of a War: 


And therefore making an Incurſion into the Territories of Megalopol;s, 
he waſted the Countrey very much, and got a conſiderable Booty. And 
at laſt taking thoſe that usd to a@ in the publick Solemniries travell- 
ing from Meſſena, and building a Theater in the Enemies Countrey, and 
ſetting a Prize of qol. value,he fate SpeRator a whole day ; not that. he 
either deſir'd or needed ſuch a Divertifement,but as it were inſulting ore 
his Enemies, and that by thus manifeſtly deſpiting them, he ,might 
ſhow that he had-more than conquer'd the 4chzaxs: For that alone of 
all-the Greek or Kings Armies had no Stage-players, no Juglers, no 
dancing or ſinging Women attending it, but yas free from all forts of 


Looſneſs, Wantonneſs and Foppery:; the.young Men being for the | 
molt part upon Duty, and the old Men teaching them at letfure time . ' 


to apply themſelves to their uſual Drollery, and to rally one another 


facetiouſly aftce.the' Laconick faſhion 5 the Advantages of which I have | 
diſcover'd it+he Life of Lycargus. He himſelf inſtracted all by his Ex- 


ample: he was a living Pattern of Temperance. beiore every bodies 
eyes, and his courſe of Living was neither more ſtately noy'more expen- 
five than any of the Commons. And this was a conſiderable Advan- 
tage to him in his Nefigns on Greece ; for Men when they waited upon 
other Kings; did not fo much admire their Weak colg-Tpy itue,and 
numerous Attendance, as they hated their Pride and State, their diffi- 


culty of Accels, and ſcornful commanding Anſwers to ihtsir PIs. 
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But when they came to Cleomenes, who was both-really a King, and 
bore that Title, and faw no Purple, no Robes: of State upon; hum, no 
Chairs and Couches about him for his eaſe, and "that he did not re- 
ceive Petitions, and return Anſwers after a long delay, by a number of 
Meſſengers, Waiters, or by Bills, but that he role and came forward to 
meet thoſe that came to wait upon him, ſtaid, talk'd freely and graci- 
ouſly with all that had Buſineſs, they were extreamly taken, won to 
his Service, and profeſs'd that he alone was the true Son of Hercules. 
His common every days Meal was in a'mean Room, very ſparing, and. 
after the Laconick manner ; and when he _entertain'd Ambaſtadors or 
Strangers, two more Beds were added, and a little better Dinner pro- 
vided by his Servants; but no Fricacies, no Dainties, only the Dithes 
were larger, and the Wine more plentiful; for he reprov'd one of his 
Friends for entertaining ſome Strangers, with nothing but Pulſe and 
black Broth, ſuch Diet as they uſually had in their Phiditia, ſaying, 
That upon ſuch occaſions, and when they treat Strangers, twas not 
requiſite to be too exat Laconians. After Supper, a Stand was brought 
in with a braſs Veſſel full of Wine, two ſilver Pots, which held almoſt 
a Quart apiece, a few ſilver Cups, of which he that plealsd might 
drink, but no Liquor was forc'd on any of the Gueſts. There was no 
Muſick, nor was any requird ;' for he. entertain'd the Company, 
ſometimes asking Queſtions, ſometimes telling Stories: And his Dit- 
courſe was neither too grave, and unpleafantly ſerious, nor vain and 
abuſive, but merrily tacetious ; ' for he thought thoſe ways of catching 


Men by Gifts and: Preſents, which other Kings uſe, to be mean and 


inartificial; and -it ſeem'd to him 'to be the moſt glorious method, 
and moſt ſuitable to a King, to win the Aﬀections. of thoſe that came 
near him, by pleaſant Diſcourſe, and unafleted Converſation: for a 
Friend and Mercenary difter only in this, that the one is made by Con: 
verſation and Agreeableneſs of Humour, and the other by Reward, The 
Mantineans were the firſt that oblig'd him; for getting by night in- 
.to the City, and driving out the Achzan Garrifon, tu put them- 
ſelves under his Protection : he reſtor'd* them their Polity and Laws, 
' and the ſame-day marchd to Tegea; anda little while after fetching 
a_Compals through. Arcadia, he made a deſcent upon Pherg in Achaia, 
intending to force Arat#s to a Battel, or bring him into Diſrepute, for 
 reſnfing*to engage;/and ſuftering him to waſt the Countrey : Zyper- 
batus at that time commanded the Army, but Aratus had all the Pow- 
er amongſt the Achgans, The Acheans marching; forth with r_ 

of whole

whole Strength, and incamping in Pumzz, about Hecatombeum, Clev- | 
menes came up, and thinking it not advifable to pitch between D#- 
mee, a City of the Enemies, and the Camp of the Achzans, he bold- 
ly dard the Achears, and forcd them to a Battel, and routing the Pha- 
lanx,{lew a great many in the Fight, and/took many Priſoners; thence 
marching to Lagon, and driving out the Achzan Garriſon, he reſtor'd 
the City to the E/zans. The Afﬀairs of the Acheans being in this de- 
ſperate condition, Aratus, who was wont to continue in his Govern-- 
ment above a year, - refusd the Command, though they entreated and 
urg'd him to accept it ; and this was ill done, when the Storm was 
high, to put the Power out of his own hands,and ſet another to the Helm. 
Cleomenes at firſt proposd fair and eafie Conditions by his Ambaſſadors 
to the Achzans; but afterward he ſent others, 'and requir'd the chief 
Command to be ſettled upon him;-,and inother Matters he promis d to | 
agree to reaſonable Terms, and to reſtore their Captives and their Coun- 
trey. The Acheans were willing to cometo an agreement upon thoſe 
terms, and invited Cleomenes to-Lerna,wherean Aſſembly was to be held; 
but it hapned that Cleomeres haſtily marching on, and unreaſonably 
drinking Water, brought up abundance of Blood, and loſt his Voice: 
therefore being unable to continue his March, he ſent the chiefeſt of the 
Captives to the Achzans, and. putting off the Meeting for ſome time 
retird to Lacedzmon. This ruind the Aﬀairs of Greece,/which was juſt 
then. ready to-recover it ſelf out of its Diſaſters, and avoid the infult- 
| Ing and Covetouſneſs of the Macedonians ©, for Aratus, whether fearing 
or diſtruſting Cleomenes, or envying his unlook'd-for Succeſs, or think- 
4ng it a diſgrace for him who had commanded 33 years, to have-a 
young Man ſucceed to all his Glory and his Power, and be Head of 
that Government which he had:been raiſing and ſetling, ſo many years; 


he firſt endeavour'd to keep the: Achzans from clofing with Cleomenes 5 - _ - 


| but when they would not hearken to him, fearing Cleomenes's daring 
Spirit, and thinking the Lacedemoniar's Propofals to be very reafonable 
 whodeſign'd only to reduce Peloponneſus to its old Model, he took his 
laſt Refuge, in an Action which was unbecoming any of the' Greeks, 
moſt diſhonourable to him, and moſt unworthy his former Bravery 
and Exploits: for he call'd Antizonus into Greece, and filld Pelefarnetis 
with - Macedonians, whom he . himſelf, when a Youth, having beaten 
their Garriſon out of the Caſtle of Corinth, had driven from the'fame 
Countrey ; befide he declard himſelf an Enemy to all Kings, and-hath 
left many diſhonourable Stories of this fame Autigonus, in thoſe Com-- 
- OBS" i mentaries 
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mentaries which he wrote. And though he' declares that he fufferd 


conſiderable Loſſes, and underwent great dangers, that he might free 


Athens from the: Power of the Macedonians, yet afterward he brought 


the very fame Men arm'd into his own Countrey, and his own-Houle, 
even to the Womens Apartment. He would not endure, . that one of 
the Family of Hercules, and King of Sparta, and one: that had re- 
form'd the Polity of his Countrey, as it were a diſorderd Harmony, 
and tun'd it to the plain Dorick meaſure of Lycurgus, to be ſty]'d, Head 
of the Tricceans and Sicyonians; and whilſt he fled the Pulſe and ſhort 
Coat, and; which were his chief Accuſations againſt Cieomenes, the ex- 
tirpation of Wealth, and reformation of Poverty, he baſely ſubjefted- 
himſelf, together with 4chza;to the Diademand Parple, to the impe- 
rious Commands of the Macedonians, and their Satrape. That he 
might-not ſeem to be under Cleomeres, he facrificd the Antigonea, (Sa- 


erifices in- Honour of Antigonus)and fung Prans himſelf with a Garland... 


on his Head, to the Honour of a rotten, confumptive Macedonian. 

I write this not out of any deſign to diſgrace Aratus (for in many: 
things he ſhew'd himſelf vigorous for the Grecian Intereſt, and a great 
Man) but out of pity to the weakneſs of Humane Nature,which;in ſuch 
a Perſon ſoexcellent;and ſo many ways difpoſed to Vertue,cannot attain 
to a State irreprehenfible. The Achzavs meeting again at Argos, and 
Cleomenes deſcending. from Tegea, there were great hopes that all Dif- 
ferences would be compos'd. But Aratns, Antigonus, and He having 
already agreed. upon ' the chief Articles of their League, fearing that 


. Chleomenes would carry all before him,and either win,or torce the Mult:- 


tude to comply with his Demands, propos'd; that, having three hundred - 
Hoſtages put into his Hands, he ſhould come alone into the Town, or 
bring his Army to the place of Exerciſe, calld Cil/arabion, without. 
the City, and treat there. - EN <1 
Cleomenes hearing this, ſaid; That he was unjuſtly dealt with; for 
they obgat to have told him ſo plainly at firſt, and not now he was 


_.. come'even to their Doors, ſhow their Jealouſie, and deny. him Admiſſi- 
on: and writing an Epiſtle to the' Achzans about the fame Subject; the 


greateſt part of which was anAccuſation of Aratas; and Aratus, on the 
other” fide, ripping up his Faults to the Aſſembly, he baſtily diſlodg'd;. 
and:fent. a Trumpeter to denounce. War againſt the Achzavs, but not 
to Argos,but to AFginm;as Aratus delivers,that he might not give them 
notice enough-to make Proviſtorr for their Defence. Upon' this, the

viſion of the Land,and a Releaſe from their Debts; and the chicf Men 
being on-many Accounts diſpleasd with Aratus, and ſome Angry and 
at odds with him, as the occaſion of the Macedonians deſcent on Pelo- 
fponneſus. Encouraged by:theſe Miſunderſtandings, Cleomenes invades 
Achea; and firſt took Pelene by ſurpriſe, and beat .out the Achean 
Garriſon ;.and afterward brought over Phexeon and Pentelzon to his 
ſide. Now the Achears ſuſpeRting ſome treacherous Deſigns at Corinth 
and Szcyon, ſent their Horſe and Mercenaries out of Argos to have an 
Eye upon thoſe Cities, and they themſelves went to Argos to cele- 
brate the Nemeany Games. Cleomenes advertis'd of this march, and ho- _ 
ping (as-it afterward fell out)-that upon an unexpected Advance to the © 
City now buſted .in the Solemnity of the Games, and throng'd. with 
numerous Spectators he ſhould raife a conſderable Terror and Confu- 
fion amongſt them ; by night he march'd with his Axmy to the Walls, - 
and taking the quarter of 'the Town call'd 4ſpis, which lies above the 
Theater, a place well tortify'd, and hard to be approach'd, he fo terri- 
fy'd them, that none offer to reſiſt, but agreed-to accept a-Garriſon, 
to give twerity Citizens for Hoſtages, and:to-afliſt the Lacedemonzians, 
and that he-ſhould have the chief Command, - This- Action conſider: 
ably encreasd his Reputation, and his Power; for the ancient Spartan 
Kings, though they many ways endeavour to eftect it, could never: 
bring Argos to be ſtedfaſtly and ſincerely theirs. -And Pyrrbus a moſt 
experienc'd Captain, and brave Souldier, though be entred the City. 
by force, could not Keep Poſſeſſion, but was thin himſelf with a cons: 
{iderable part of his Army.: Therefore they admir@ the Diſpatch and 
Contrivance of Cleomenes;- and thoſe that before derided him tor. ſay- 
ing that he imitated. Solon .and Lycurgss in releaſing the People from 
their debts,andin equally dividing the Wealth of the Citizens,were now | 
perſwaded.that he was the cauſe of the. deſirable. Alterations. in the 
Spartan Common-wealth : For before they were very low in the World,. 
and ſo unable to ſecure their own that the A#olians invading. Laconia, 
brougtlgaway fiity thouſand Slaves; ({o-that- one of the elder Spartans | 
15 reported to have ſaid, That They had dome Laconia a kindneſs by un 
burdening it) and yet a little while after applying themſelves to their 
own Cuftoms, and ancient Inftitution, they gave notable Inſtances of

and, as it were undeſignedly retreating to the Gate, he mounted his 
Horſe, that ſtood ready there, and fled to Sicyon ; and the Corinthians 
made ſuch haſt to Cleomenes at Argos, that ( as Aratus ſays) ſtriving 
who ſhould be firſt there, they ſpoild all their Horſes: and Cleomeres 


' was very angry- with the Corinthians for letting Aratus eſcape”: And 
Megiſtones came from Cleomenes to him, deſiring him to deliver up the 
Caſtle of Corinth, which was then garrifon'd by the Achzans, and of- 


fer'd him a conſiderable Sum of Money ; and that he anſwered, That 
Matters were not now in his Power, but he in theirs. Thus Arat-:s him- 


ſelf writes. ; But Cleomenes marching from Argos, and taking in the 


7 rezenians, Epidaurians, and Hermioneans, came to C orinth, and block'd 
up the Caſtle which the 4chzans would not ſurrender; and ſending 
for' Aratus's Friends and Stewards, committed-his Houſe and Eſtate to 
their Care and Management; and ſent 7ritima/lus the Meſſenian to him 
a ſecond time, deſfiring-that the Caſtle might be equally garrifon'd by 
the Spartans and Acheans, and promiſing to Aratus himfelt double the 
Penfion that he receiv'd from King Ptolomy + But Aratus refuſing the 


_ Conditions, and ſending his own Son with other Hoſtages to Antige- 


#45, and perſwading the Achzans-to make a Decree tor delivering the 
Caſtle into Antizonas's Hands, Cleomenes invaded the +Territority of the 
Sicyonians, and W a Decree of the Corinthians, feizd on all Aratus's 
Eſtate. In the meantime Antigoms, with a great Army, paſsd Gera- 
#ia, and Cleomenes thinking it more adviſeable to fortifie and garriſon, 


' not. the /Z#hmus, but the Mountains called 0zia, and by a long Siege 
and Skirmiſhes to weary the-Macedonians, than to venture a ſet Battle, 


put his Deſign in Execution, which very much diſtreſs d Antigonus ;

attempted by night to paſs through Lechzum, but faild, and lolt ſome 


. Men; ſo that Cleomenes and his Army were mightily encouraged; and 
{fo fluſht with the Victory, apd they went merrily to Supper; and 4»- 


tigonus was very. much dejected, being redued to- thoſe miſerable 
ſtraits. Ar laſt he defignd to march to the Promontory Hereum,and 
thence tranſport his Army in Boats to: Szcyon, which would take up a

vening fome of Aratus s Eriends came from Argos by Sea; and'invited 
him to return, for the 4rgives would reyolt from Cleomenes. Ariſto- 
tle was the Man that wrought the Revolt; -and hehad no abr to 
perſwade the common People ; for they were all angry With Cleonte- 
nes for not releaſing them from: their Debts as they expe&ed. Upon 
this Advertiſement 1ratus with fifteen hundred of Antigonus's Souldiers 
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-tatfa-ro Fpimnomm 7; Dr 2777077 not Taying for his 
out the. Citizens, and fought againſt the Garriſon of the Caſtle, and 
7 imoxeyus with the Acheans from Sicywn, came to his Affiſtance. Cle- 
omenes heard. the News about the ſecond Watch of the Night, and 
ſending for Megi/fones angrily commanded him to go- and ſet things 
right at Argos. This Megiſtones was the Man who paſsd his word for 
the Argives Loyalty, and perſwaded him not to baniſh: the fuſpeed 
This . Megiſtones he diſpitchd with two thouſand Souldiers, and - ob- 
ſerwd Antigonus himſelf, and encouraged the Corinthians, pretending 


that there was no great matter in the Stirs.at Argos, but only a lit- 


tle Diſturbance raisd by a few inconſiderable Perſons. But when Me- 
giſtones, entring, Argos, was ſlain, and the Garriſon could ſcarce hold 
out, and frequent Meſſengers came ro Cleomenes for Succours, he fear- 
ing leaſt the Enemy having taken- Argos; ſhould ſhut up'the Paſles, 
and ſecurely waſte Laconia, and befiege Sparta it ſelf, which he had 


left without Forces; he diflodg'd from Corinth, and preſently loft that - 


City ; for Antigonus entred 1t;' and garrifon'd the Town. He turn'd 
aſide from his' dire March, and aflaulting the Wall of-4rgos, endea- 
vourd to break in; and having cleard a way.under the quarter called 
Aſpis, he joyn'd the Garriſon which ſtill held out againſt the Achzays; 


ſome parts of the City - he icald? and took, and his Cretan Archers 


clear'd the Streets. But when he faw Antigonus with his Phalanx de- 
ſcending from the Mountains into the Plain, and the Horſe on all ſides 
entring the City, he thought 1t impoſſible to maintain his Poſt, and 
therefore with all his Men mad a fate Retreat behind the Wall. Ha- 


ving in a. ſhort time raisd himſelf to a confiderable height, and in one 


March made himſelf Maſter of almoſt all ' Peloponneſus, and loſt all a- 
gain in as ſhort a time: For ſome of his Allies preſently forſook him,and 


others not long after put themſelves under Antigonus's Proteftion. 


His Army thus defeated, as he was leading back the Relicks of his 


Forces, ſome from Lacedzmon met him in the Evening at-Tegen, and. 


brought himiNews of as great-a Misfortune as that which he had late-

Hoſtages : this for ſome conſiderable time he was aſham'd to diſcover

that ſhe began toſuſpe& ſomewhat, and ask'd his Friends, Whether Clzo-

laſt Clcomenes venturing to tell her, ſhe laugh'd heartily, and faid, Was 
this the. thing that you had often a mind to tell me, and was afraid > Why 
do not: you put me on Shipbeard, and ſend this Carkaſe where it may be moſt 
ſerviceable to Sparta, before Age waſtes. it unprofitably here > Therefore : 
all things being provided for the Voyage, they went to 7 erarus on : 
Foot, and the Army waited -on them. Crateficlza, when ſhe was * 

ready to go on' Board, took Cleomenes afide into Neptune's Temple, : 
and embracing -him who was very much dejedted, and extreamly +

ſhe came to- Z#zypt; and underſtood that Prolomy entertain'd Propo- - 
fals and Overtures of Peace from Antigonus, and that Cleomenes, tho- 
the Achzans invited and urg'd him to an Agreemenr,was afraid,for her 
ſake, to come 'to any, withaut .Ptolomy's conſent, ſhe wrote to him, 
adyiſing him to do that which was moſt becoming and molt profitable | 

tor Sparta; and not for the fake of an old Woman. and a little Child,, : 

_ always ſtand in fear: of Proſomy: this Character ſhe maintain'd 

In her Misfortunes. Antigoxus having 'taken Tegea, and plunder'd Or-_; 
chemenum and Mantingea,Cleomenes was {hut up withinthe narrow Bounds®: 
of Laconid,and made ſuch of the Heiots ascould pay five Attick pounds, * 

5 ; - free * 
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froe of Sparta, and by that meang,gor together, 500 Talents; and 
arming-2000 afterithe Macedonian fai hior , that he might make 
a Body fit to oppoſe Antigonus's Lncaſpide:(white Shields) he\ 
Adertook a very confiderable and very {urprizing Enterprize. 
wg was at that time a City of it{&lf, as big and as pow- 
erful as Sparta, and had the Forces of the Acheans and Antize- 
zus.encamping on its ſides ; and:it was chiefly the Megalopolitays 


doing, that Antigonus was call'd in to aſſiſt the- Acheans. Cle

omenes having a deſign upon this City, (no Aion was ever 
more ſudden and more unexpected) order'd his*Men to take 
five days Proviſion, and ſo march'd to Sellafta, as if he intended 
to ſpoil the Country of the Argives; bur from -thence making 
a deſcent into. the Territories of Megalopolis, and refreſhing 
his Army about R/tinms, he march'd thraugh Zelicos, direQtly 
to theCity. When he was not far off the Town, he ſent Paxteus 
with two Regiments to ſurprize the Meſepyrgton, ( the Quarter 
between the two Towers) which he underſtood to be the moſt 
unguarded Quarter. of the+ Mee alopolirans Farrificationis ; and 
with the reſt of his Forces he follow'd leiſurely Partews, not on- 
ly furpriz'd that place, bur finding a great part,of the Wall 
without Guards, he pull'd down ſame Places, and demoliſh'd 
others, and kill'd all the Defenders that he found: Whilſt he 
was thus buſted, Claomenes came up to him, and was got with 
his Army within the City, before - the Megalopolitans knew of 
the ſurprize : Art laſt, as ſoon-as it was difcover'd, ſome left 
the Town immediately, taking with then what Money they 
had ready; ſome arm'd, and engag'd the Enemy ; and tho' 
they were not able ro beat them our, yet they gave their Ch 
tizens time and opportunity ſafely to retire : {othat there were 
not aboye 1000 Perſons left in the Town, all” the reſt flying 
with their Wives'and Children, atid eſcaping to Meſſena. A great: 
number of thoſe rhat-arm'd. and fought the Enemy, were favd, 
and vety few taken, amongſt whom were Lyſandridas and Thea- 
ridzs, ewo Men of great Power and Reputation among{t the 
Magalepolitans; and therefore the Soldiers, as ſoon as they were 
raken, brought themto Cleomenes: And Lyſanaridas, as 1001 a5 
he faw Cleomenes afar off, cry'd out : Now King of Sparta, tw in 
your power by doing a moſt Kingly and braver Attion than you have 
 alredy perform'd, to piifchaſe 4 center evi Glery, And Cleomenes 
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you ſay Lyſandridas, . 
$0 reſtore your City to you again? *Tis that 
which 1 mean; Lyſandridas reply d, and T adviſe you not to ruin. ſo 
bravea City, but to fill it with Parka and ſteafaſt Friends and Al- 
lies, by reſtoring their Comntry to the Megalopolitans, and" being the 


Saviour of ſo conſiderable a People. Cleomenes paus'd a_while, and. 


_ then ſaid, *77s wery hard to truſt ſo far in, theſe Matters; but mith- 


zs let Profit always yield to Glory, Having faid this, he. ſent the: 
two Men to Meſſena with a Trumpeter from himſelf, offering 
the Meealopolitans their City again,. if they would forlake the 
Achean Intereſt, and be on his fide.. Th6 Cleomenes made theſe 
kind and obliging. Propoſals, yet. Philopemen would not ſuffer 
them to break their League with the Ach4ans; and accuſing. 
El:omenes to the People,. as if his deſign was not. to reſtore rhe 
City, but torake the Citizens too,. he. forc'd 7hearidas and Ly 
ſauaridas to leave Mil WS: | WS 

ilepemen, who was afterward Cinief of the 
Acheans, and a Man- of the greateſt: Reputation amongſt the 
Greeks, as 1 have. made it appear in his own Life, This News- 
coming to Clee#venes,. though he had before taken fuch firict. 
care that: the City ſhould nor be plunder'd, yet then being in 


a Fury, and pur-out of all Patience, he rifled them of all rheir 


Coin, Plate and Jewels, and ſent their Statues and Pictures un- 
ro Sparta ; and demoliſhing. a great part of the City, hemarch'd. 
away for. fear of Antigonus and the Achaans : but they never. 
ftirr'd,' for they were-in Agium, at a Council of War. There. 
Aratus mounted the Desk, wept a-long, while, and_held his 
Mantle before his Face ; and atlaſt, rhe company being amaz'd, 
and commanding him-to peak, he laid, Megadlepolis is ruin'd by 
Cleomenes, The Aſſembly was preſently Diffolv'd; the 4che- - 
ans being extremely {urpriz'd at the ſuddenels.and greatneſs of 
the leſs ; and Amntigonns intending toſend {peedy ſuccors, when 
tie found his. Army to' gather. very ſlowly out of their Winter- 


| Quarters, .he ſent theni Orders to continue there {till; and he 


himſelf march'd to Argos with a conſiderable Body of Men. The 
The {econd Enterprize of Cleemenes. keem'd to be carry'd on by 
cxtreme Boldneſs and unaccountable Madneſs; bur'yet in Poly- 
bizs's Opinion, was done.upon mature Deliberation and exact 
Fore-iight: tor knowing yery well that the Macedonians were 
| dilpers'd 
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.difpers'd into their  Winter-Quarters, and-thar Antigonus with 
' his Friends and: a few Mercenaries about him, winter'd in 
Artes ; upon theſe Conſiderations he invaded the Country of 
the Argives, hoping to ſhame Aztigonns to a Battle upon 
unequal terms, or elſe if he did not dare to fight, to bring 
-him into Difrepute with the Achears. And this according- 
ly hapned; for Cleomenes waſting, plundring, and ſpoiling 
the whole Countrey, the Argives vex'd at the loſs, ran 
im Troops to the Palace of the King, and clamour'd that 
he ſhould either fight, or ſurrender his Command to better 
.and brayer Men. But Avtigenus, as became an experietc'd 
Captain, accounting it diſhonourable, fooliſhly to hazard his 
Army, and quit his Security, and not to be abus'd atid rail'd 
at by the Rabble, would not merch out againſt Clomenes, but 
ſtood fix'd to the Deſigns which he had laid : Clromenes iti the” 
mean time.brought his Army. up to the very Walls, and having 
uncontrouFdly 4poil'd the Countrey, and inſulted o'er his Ene- 
mies, drew. oft again. A little whule after being advertis'd thar 
Antigonus deſign'd for Tegea,-and thence to make an Incurſion 
into Laconia, he haſtily march'd, with his Army another way, 
and appear'd carly in the morning before 4rgos, and -waſted 
the Fields about it : the Corn he did not cut down with 
Reaping-hooks and Scythes, as Men uſually do, bur beat it 
down with Staves made like Scymetars, as if with a great deal 
of Contempt and wanton Scorn he {poild the Fields, and waſt- 
ed the Country. in his march ; yet when his Soldiers would 
have ſet, Cyllalrs, the School - of Exerciſe on Fire, he-hindred 
' the Attempt, refle&ing upon ſerious conſideration, that the 
Outrages committed at Megalopolis, were the effects of his Paſ- 
fion ratherthan his Wiſdem, He»pretended to make f{uch lit- 
tle account of,and ſo much to'deſpite Antizonus, who firlt retir'd 
to Argos, and afterward, plac'd. Gariſons on all the Mountains | 
round about, that. he ſent a Trumpeter to deſire the Keys ot 

Hireum, ( Juno's Temple) that he might ſacrifice to the God- 
deſs.” Thus with a Scott and birter Reflection on Amtigonres, and 
having facrific'd to the-Goddeſs, under the Walls of rhe Tem- 
ple, which was ſhut, he march'd to Phlize ; and from thence 
driving out thoſe that Gariſon'd Zologounturs, he march'd down 
ro Orchomenums. And theſe Enterprizes not only encourag'd tho 
d 2 Cartocius, 
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Citizens, but made him appear to the very Enemies to be ai 
experienc'd Captain, and very worthy of Command : for with 
the Strength of one City, not only to fight the Power of the 
Macedonians, and all the Poloponneftans ; hot only to preſerve 
Laconia from being ſpoil'd, but to waſte the Enemies Country, 
and to take {o many and ſuch cogfiderable Cities, 1san Argu- 
ment of no common Bravery. He that firlt ſaid, That Money was 
the' Sinews of Afﬀairs, ſeem'd chiefly in that Saying to reſpet 
War : And Demades, when the Athenians had voted that a Nay 
ſhould be made ready, but-had no Money, {aid,7hey ſhould make 
Bread before they thought of Sailing. And the old Archidamus, in 
the beginning of the Poloponnefiay War,when the Allies defir'd, 
that each Parties ſhare of Contributions for the War ſhould bc 
determin'd, is reported to-have ſard, War cannot be kept to a ſet 
Ditt: For as well breath'd Wreſtlers do in'time weary and tize 
out the moſt aQtive-and moſt 'skilful Combitant ; ſo Antigonnus 
coming -to' the War with a great,ſtock of Wealth, weary'd-out 
 Cleomenes; whoſe Poverty made it difficult for him either to-pro- 
vide Pay for the Mercenaries, or Proviſions for the Citizens. 
For in all other Reſpects the Time favour'd Cleomenes; for Anti- 
gonws's Aﬀairs at, home began to be diſturb'd : for the Barbari- 
ans waſted and over-ran Macedonia whilſt he was abſent ; and at 
that time a vaſt Army of the Mhrians came down : to be freed 
from whoſe Outrages, the Macedonians ſent for Antigonus, and 
the Letters had almoſt been brought to him before: the Bartel 
was fought ; upon the receipt of whiclr he preſently. diflodg'd, 
and left the Py cls Afﬀairs to themſelves. Bur Fortune, that. 
loves to determine the greateſt Afﬀairs by a Minute,in this Con- 
junqure ſhow'd ſuch an exact. niceneſs of Time, that immedi- 
ately after the Battle in Sellafta was'over, and Cleomenes had: loſt 
his Army and his City, the Meſſengers reach'd Antigens. And. 
this made Cleemenes's. Misfortune more to be pitied ; for- if he 
. had forborn fighting two days longer, there had. been no need 
of hazarding- a-Battle, ſince upon the departure- of the Macede- 
zians, he might have had what Conditions he pleas'd from the 
Acheans, ut now (as 1 hinted before) for want: of Money, be-- 
ing neceſſitated to rely wholly on- his. Arms, he-was-forc'd with 
20000 ( this is Polybius's Account) to-engapge thirty thouſand ; 
and appcoving himſelf an excellent. Commander in- this Jerk 
Z2EE culry, 
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culty,his Citizens ſhowing an extraordinary Courage, and his Mer- 
cenaries Bravery nous ; he was over-born by the different way. of 
fighting, and the weight of the arm'd Phalanx. Beſides, Phylarchus 
affirms, that, the, Treachery of ſome about him wasthe chief Cauſe 
of Cleoment's Ruine. For Antigonus gave Orders, that the 1llyrians 
and Acharnanians ſhould march.round by a ſecret. way, and cn- 
compals the other Wing which. Excleidas, Cleomenes's Brother Com». 
manded'; and then drew out the reſt of his Forces to the Battel. 
And Cleowmenes, from a convenient Riſing, viewing his Order, and 
not {ceing any of the 7hrians and Acharnazians, began to ſuſpect 
that Aztigonuus had fent them upon ſome ſuch Deſign; and calling 
for. Dameteles, who was to inſpect and to provide againſt Ambujhes, 
commanded him carefully to. look after, and diſcover the Enemies - 
Deſigns upon his Rear. ELON 
But Dameteles ( for ſome ſay Antigonus had brib'd him) telling 
him that he ſhould nor be ſolicitous about that matcter, for all was. 
well enough, but.mind, and fight thoſe that. met him in the Front: . 
He was fatisfied,” and adyanc'd againſt 4»tigonws ; and oy the vi- 
gorous Charge of his Spartans, made the Macedonian Phalanx give 
ground, and-preſs'd\upowthem with great Advantage about halfe.: 
a Mile ; *but theh making a ſtand, and ſeeing the danger which 
the ſurrounded Wing commanded by his Brother Enclejidas was in, . 
he cry'd out, 7how art loſt, dear Brother, thou art loſt, thou brave exam>-- 
ple to our Spartan Touth, and Theme of our Matron's Songs.- 
Emcleidas's Wing being thus cut in pieces, and the.Conquerors _ 
from that part falling upon his Batrle, he perceiv'd his Soldiers to - 
be diforder'd, and unable. to. maintain the. Fight, and therefore. 
provided for his own ſafety.. Whenhe came into the City, he ad-. 
viſed thoſe Citizens that he.met; to receive . Antigonus; and as for. 
himſeli, he ſaid,. which ſhould appear moſt advantageous to Sparta, . 
whether his Life or Death, that he would chuſer Seeing the Wo- 
men running out to thoſe that fled with him,. taking their Arms, 
and bring Drinking to.them;he-entred into his own Houſe, and his 
Servant, which» was a Free-born  Woman,. taken from M-galope!s 
after his Wife's Death, offering, as the.us'd to do, to make nece(- 
{ary Proviſion for him returning fromthe Battle ; rho he was. very 
thirſty, he refus'd rodripk, andths very weary, to {it down; bur - 
Arm'd as he was, he clapt his Arm fide-way to a Pillar, and leat=- 
ng his Forchead uponhis Elbow, he reſted his Body a little while, . 
and ran over in his Thoughts what courſe he thould take,and then . 
with 
\ 


"BL. OE PET 
with his Friends went preſently to Gythium ; where finding Ships 
fitred for the purpoſe, they embark'd. Antigonms taking the City, 
Treated the Lacedemonians courteouſly, and neither affroncing, nor 
_ rnining the Dignity of Sparta, but permitting them to-enjoy their 

own Laws and-Polity, and ſacrificing to the Gods, diſlbdg'd the 
. the rhird day : for he heard that there was a great War kindled 
:1n Macedonia, and that the Country was ſ{poil'd by the Barbarians; 
| befides, he grew fick of a Conſumption and - continual Defluxion 
. on the Hungs, yet he ſtill kept up that he might return and-free 
| his own Country, and fall more Glorioufty, uponan heap of ſlaugh- 
ter'd Barbarians, As Phylarchus ſays, and 'tis probable, he broke a 
Vein by ſhouting in the Battle. In the Plays 'twas faid, that-at- 
' ter the Vidtory he cry'd out for Joy, 0 fine Day! and preſently 
bringing up abundance of Blood, fell into a Fever, and dy'd in 
-afhort time. And tlus much concerning Antigonns. | 
' Cleomenes {ailing from Cythere, touch'd at another Iſland call'd 


 Zeyalia, whence, as he was about”: to depart. from Cyreze, one of , 


his Friends, Therycion by name, a Man of an haughty Spirit in all 
 Enterprizes, and high and boaftiag in his Talk, came privately 
to him, and faid thus ; Sr, Death in Battel, which is the moſt Glo- 
 rious, we have let go; though all heard us . ſay, that Antigonus ſhould 
never tread over the King of Sparta, unleſs dead : And now, that which 
is next in Bravery and Glory, is preſented tous. Whither do we madly 


ſail, flying that which is near, and ſeeking, that which is far removed? 


For if it is not aijhononrable for the Rate of Hercules, to ſerve the Suc- 
. Ceſſors of Philip and Alexander,we ſhall {ave'a long Voyage by delivering 
_ onr ſelves up to Antigonus, who probably ſurpaſſeth Ptolomy as much 
45 the Macedonians do the Fgyptians ; but if we think it mean to ſub- 
mit to thoſe whoſe Arms have conquer d'1us, why ſhould we chuſ? him for 
aur Lord by whom we have nit yet been beaten 2 [s it that znſtead of one 
we might appear meaner than two, whilſt we fly Antigonus, - and flatter \ 
Ptolemy 2 Or; ts 2t for your Mothers ſake that you retreat to Fgypt 2 
1 will indeed be a very fine, and very defirable fake for her to'be ſhown 
'her Son by Piolemy's Women, now chang'd froma Prince into an Ex- 
ule and a Slave. Are we not ſtill Maſters of our own Swords> And 
whilſt we have Laconia in view, ſhall we not here free anr ſelves from 
this diſgraceful Miſery, and clear our ſelves to thoſe, who at Sellaſia ay'd 
for th: Fonour and Defence of Sparta ? Or, ſhall we (it lazily in Fgypt 
enquiring what News from Sparta ? and whom Anitigonus hath been 
pl:as'd to make Governor of Lacedemon 2 Thus ſpoke Therycion; and 
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this was. Cleomenes's Reply ; By ſeeking Death, you Eonard, the moſt 
eafie, .and moſt ready Refuge, you fancy" that you Jhall appear coura-- 
grous and brave, though this. Flight is baſer than thy former. 
Better Men than we have given way to their Enemies, having been_be- 
tray d. by Fortune, or oppreſsd by Multitude ; but he that ſinks under T.a- 
bour or Afittions, the Opinions or Reproaches of Men, ts overcome by 
his own Effeminacy and Softneſs : For a voluntary Death ought not to be 
 thoſen as « Relieffrow Attion, .but an Exemplary Attion i ſilf; and 
tis baſe either to live or die only to onr ſelves. That Death to:which you 
now invite us, F props d only as a Releaſe from our preſent Miſeries, but © 
carries nothing of Bravery or Profit in-it. And T think it becomes both 
me and you not to daſpair of our Country ; but when there. are no hopes of 

that left, thoſe that have' an Tnclination may quickly die. To this The- 

rycion retugn'd. no Anſyer ; bur as ſoon as he-could get out of Cle- - 
omenes's Company, went toward the Shore, - and *rari himſelf 

through. Bur Cleomeres ſailed from £zialia, landed in Lybia, and 
being honourably conducted through rhe King's Country, came 
to Alexandria, When - he .was firſt brought to Ptolomy, no more 
than comman Civilities, and uſual Ceremonies were paid him ; - 
bur when, upon tryal, he found. hima Man of deep Senſe, and - 
great Reaſon, and rhat his plain Laconick way of Converſation car- 
ried a free Pleaſantneſs with it, that he did nothing unbecoming - 
the greatneſs of his Birth, nor bent under Fortune,and appear'd a . 
more faithful Counſellor, than thoſe who made ir their buſineſs to | 
pleaſe and flatter; he-was aſham'd, and repented rhat he had neg- - 
lected ſo great a Man, and: {ufter d *Antigonzs to get io much Power * 
and Reputation by ruining him. Therefore he heap'd up Honours - 
and Kindneſſes on Cleomenes, and-gave him Hopes that he would - 
. furniſh him with an Army and a Navy to recover Greece, and re- - 
-inſtate him in his Throne. Beſides, he allow'd him a.yearly Pen- - 
ſion of four and twenty Tallents;' a little part of which-Sym ſup- - 
plied his and his Friends rhrifty Temperance; and the. reſt was - 
imploy'd in doing good Offices to, and in relieving-the Neceſlt - 
ties of thoſe that. Hed Greece, and retir'd into* Aeypte - 
- Butthe elder Ptolomy dying before Cleomenes's Affairs had re- - 
ceiy'd a full Diſpatch, arid the Succelior' being a looic, yolupru- 
ous: and *elteminare#Prince,. under the power of his Pleaſures and 
his' Women, 'his'Buſineſs was neglected -: for the King was fo be- 


ſorted with his Women and his Wine, that Balls, . Muſick and 


by 


Dancing, were the oaly Empioyments of his molt buſic and ſcri- 
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. and delight; yet deſires to live as nature x 
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us hours, and the greateſt Afairs of State were. manag'diby Aga- 
thoclea the 'King's Miſtreſs; her Mother, and the Pimp 0inanthes. 
Therefore at the firſt they ſeem'd .to ſtand in need of Cleomenes ; 
for Ptolemy being afraid of his Brother Magas,who by his Mother's 
means had a great Intereſt among the Sol 
' to his Cabiner-Council, and acquainted him with the' Deſign of 
taking off his Brother. He, though all-were for it, declar'd his 
opinion ta the contrary, ſaying, The Xing, if-it were poſſible, ſhould 
hiv: more Brothers for the better ſecurity and management of his Afairs : 


diers, took Cleamenes in- 


And Sofibizs, the greateſt Favourite, replying, That they were -not 


ſecure. of the Mercenaries whil(t Magas was alive: Cleomenes return'd, 


That he need not trouble himſelf about that Matter ;- for amongſt the Mer- 


cenaries there were above 3000 Pelopponeſians,who were his faſt Friends, 


and whom he could command at any time with his Nod, Thes Diſcourſe 


made Clzomenes for the-preſent to be look'd upon as a Man of In- 


regrity and Power ; but-afterwards (Ptolomy's Weakneſs increaſing 
his Fear, and, as it uſually happens, where there is no Judgment 
and Wiſdom at the bottom, ' placing his Security in Jealoutic and 


- Suſpicion) rendred Cleomenes {uſpeted to the Courtiers, as having 
too much Intereſt with the Mercenaries; and many had this'Say- 


ing in-their Mouths, That he was 4 Lion midſt a flock of Sheep : for 


. Fitch he ſcem(d to be in the Ceurt, ſlyly overlooking and raking 


notice of the management of Afairs ; therefore when he deſur'd a 
Navy and an Army from the King, his Petition was rejected. But 
when he underſtood that Antigonm-was dead, that the Achaians 
were engag'd in a War with the Ztelians, and that the Afﬀairs of 
Pelepponneſus, being yow in very great Diſtraction and Diſtreſs, 
requird and inyited his Aſſiſtance, he deſir'd leave to depart only 
with his Friends, but could not obtain thar, the King nor ſomuch 
as heating-his Petition, being ſhut up amengſt his Women, and 
waſting.his Hours in Debauchery and Frolicks. But Softbins, the 
chief Miniſter of State, thought that Cleomones being detain'd a- 
gainſt his will, would grow ungovernable and dangerous, and 
yet that itr-washor ſafe to let him go, being an aſpiring, daring 
Man, and well acquainted with theDiſcaſes and Weakneſs of the 
Kingdom; for no Preſchts, no Gifts,could win him to a Comply- 
ance. But as the Ox* Api, though reyelling-ih all poſſible;pleir 

are wopld provide for-him, 
to be at liberty, and frisk about the Fields, ahd can ſcarce endure 
to be uuderthe Prieſts keeping ; ſo he could nor brook their Court- 

#4p, and tender Entertainment, bur like Achilles, Whilſt” 
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- Whilſ..there, his heart did waſte with ſecret grief, 
And he was eager for the noiſy Wars.

His Affairs ſtanding in this condition, Nicagoras the M:ſſenian 
came to Alexandria, a Man that deeply hated Cleomenes, yer pre- 


_ tended to be his Friend; for he had formerly ſold Cleomenes a fair 


Eſtate, but never receiv'd the Money, becauſe Clomenes was either 
unable, (as it may be) or elfe, by reaſon of his-engaggment inthe 
Wars ard other DiſtraCtions, *had no time to pay him. Cleomenes 
ſeeing him landing, ( for he was then walking upon the Key) 
kindly ſaluted him, and ask'd, What Buſineſs Lrought to Egypt ? 
Nicagoras return'd his Compliment, andtold him, 7hat he came to 
bring ſome excellent. Wa-horſs to the King, And Cleomenes with a 
Smile ſubjoyn'd, 7 wiſh you had rather brought Pimps, Whores, and 
Pathicks ; for thoſe now are the King's chief Delight. -Nicagoras at the 
preſent {mil'd at the Conceit; but a few days after he put Cleome- 
2es in mind of the Eſtate that he had boughr of him, and deſir'd 
his Money, proteſting that he would not have troubled him, if 
his Merclfandize had turned to that Account, which he thought it 
would. Cleomenes reyly'd, That he had not a penny left of all that 
had been given him :* At which Anſwer Nicagoras being netcled, 
. told Sofibizs Cleomenes's Scott upon the King. He careſs'd him for 
the Diſcovery, but deſiring to have ſome greater Reaſon ro excite 
the King againſt Cleomenes, perſuaded Nicagoras to leave Letter 
_ written againſt Clomenes, importing that he had a Deſign, if he 
could have gotten Ships and Soldiers, to ſurprize Cyrexe: Nicage- 
r45 Wrote {uch a Letter, and left Egypt. Four days after Sotbins 
brought rhe Letter to Ptolozzy, pretending it was juſt then deliver'd 
him, and with a bitter Invective excited the Fury of the Yourh ; 

upon this it was agreed, that Cleomenes ſhould be invited inro a 
largeApartment, and treated as formerly, bur not ſutter'd to go 
out again : this Ulage was grievous to' Clomenes, and by rhis un- 
lucky Accident, his Hopes for the future feem'd ro be quite dath'd. 
Ptolomy, the Son of Chryſermas; a Fayourite of the Kings, always 
carried himſelf fairly towards Cleomenes ; they contracted a near 
Acquaintance, and would talk freely together :about the State. 
He upon Cleomenes's Deſire came to him, had ſome Diſcourſe with 
him, . upon a few and inconſiderable' Suabjefts, to avoid {ufpicion, 
and made {ome Excuſes for the King ; bur as he went-our again, 
- not knowing that Cleomenes follow'd him to rhe Door, he very ic- 
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verely reprimanded the Keepers, for their Careleſsneſsin looking 
after ſo great and fo furious, a wild Beaſt. This Cleomenes himſelf 
heard, and retiring before Ptolomy perceiv'd it, told his Friends 
what he had heard, Upon this they caſt off all their former Hopes, 
and determin'd for violent Proceedings, reſolving to be reveng'd 
on Ptolomy for his baſe and unjuſt Dealing, to have ſatisfaction for 
the Afﬀronts; to die as it became Spartans, and not ſtay till, like 
fatted Sacrifices, they were Butcher'd : for 'twas both grievous 
and diſhonourable for Cleomenes,who had ſcorn'd to come to Terms 
with Artigonus, a brave Warrior, and a Man of Action, to wait 
an effeminate King's leiſure, till he ſhould lay aſide his Fiddle, 
and end his Dance, and then kill him. Theſe Courſes being re- 
folv'd on, and Ptolomy hapning at the ſame time to make a Progreſs 
to Canopus, they firſt ſpread abroad a Report, that his Freedom: 
was order'd by the King; and it being the King's cuſtom, to ſend 
Preſents and an Entertainment to thoſe whom he would free, Cle- 
enawn:s Friends made that Proviſion, and ſent it-into. the Priſon, 
thereby deceiving the Keepers, who thought it had begn ſent by 
the King ; ' for he facrific'd, and gave them large Portions, and 
with a Crown upon his Head featted and made merry with his 
Friends: 'tis ſaid,chat he began rhe Action fooner than he deſign'd, 
having underſtood that a Seryant of one of the Accomplices lay 
abroad with a Miſtreſs that he lov'd. This made him afraid of a 
Diſcovery ;- and therefore'as {oon as it was full Noon, and all the 
Keepers drunk and faſt afleep, he put,on his Coat, and opening 
the Seam on his right. Shoulder, with his drawn Sword in his 
hand he iſſued forth, rogerher witli his Friends, provided in the 
fame manner, making 13 in all. One of them, by. Name Zppo- 
14s, was lame, he follow'd the firſt Onſet very well ; but when 
afterward he perceiv'd that they were more ſlow in their Advances 
for his ſake, he-deſir'd them to. run him through, and nor ruine 
their Enterprize, by ſtaying for an uſeleſs, unprofitable Y a By: 
chance an Alexandrian was then riding by the Door, hit they 
threw off, and ſetting ZZippotas on Horſeback, ran through the 
narrow Lanes, and proclaim'd Liberty to the People ; bur they, 
it {cems, had Courage enough to praiſe and admire Cleomenes's Da- 
ring, but not one had rhe heart to-follow and afliſt him. Three 
of them fell on Ptolomy, the Son of Chryſermas, as he was coming 
out of the Palace, and kilF'd him': Another Ptolomy, the Licute- 
nant of the City, advancing againſt them in a Chariot, they ſer 
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upon, difpers'd his Guards and Attendants, and: pulling him out 
of the Chariot, killd him wpon the place. Then t 1ey' made 
toward the Caſtle, defigning to break open the Priſon, and 
take the Priſoners to their Aſſiſtance ; bur the Keepers were: 
roo quick for rhem, and ſecur'd the Paſſages. Being baffled. 
in this attempt, Cleomenes with his Company \roanrd* about. 
ehe City, none joyning with him, bur: all retreating "from, 
and flying his approach : therefore deſpairing of' Succels, and. 
ſaying to his Friends, That .it was no wonder that Women rul'd. 
o'er thoſe Men that fled Liberty, he excited them all to dye as 


bravely as became his Followers, and Men of their Glorious per-- 


 formances. This ſajd, Zippotas was firſt, as he defir'd, run through 
- by one of the -yoling Men, and then each ofthem readilyand re> 
ſolutely fell upon his own Sword, except Pantens hat Pantens that. 
firſt ſurpriz'd Megatopoliss. This. Man being & very handfom Per- * 
{on, and a better'Companion than any of the Youth, the. King- 
loy'd, and bade him, when he had ſeen him and the reſt fall'n, 
dye, by their Example. Pantens walk'd over them as they lay, 
and prick'd eyery one with his Dagger, to try whether any. was: 
alive; when he prick'd Cleomenes in the Ieg, and faw him turn. 
u; his Back, he kiſs'd him, fate down by him, and when he 
was quite dead, cover'd his Carkals, and then kill'd himſelf up- 
on his Body. a | | 
Thus fell Cleomeres,, that great, brave Man, after he had been: 
king of Sparta ſixteen Years. The news of their Fall being nois'd 
through the City, Crate/ilzas, though a Woman of a grear Spirit, . 
could not bear up againſt the infupportable weight of this Afﬀli- 
Ron ; but embracing Cleomenes's Children, mace grievous Lamen-- 
rations ; bur the eideft Boy, none ſuſpecting {ſuch a Spirit in a 
Child, threw himſelf headlong from the top of the Houle ; he was 
bruis'd very much, but not kill'd by the Fall,” and was taken up- 
crying, and expreſſing /his Reſentments for not being permit->4 : 
to dettroy himſelf Ptolemy, as foon as an account of rhe Aftion 
was brought him, gave order that Clromenes's Body ſhould be Flea'd. 
and hung up; that his Children, Mother, and the Women that 
were with her, ſhould be kill'd. Amongſt thole was Panters 
Wife, a very {air Woman, .and of a ſtately - Carriage, who had 
been but newly Married, and ſutfer'd rhele Gilafters in the height | 
of her Love. Her Parents would not let her embark with Pantews 
preſently aftet tkey were Married, though the eagerly 1. 
bur 
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bur ſhut her np, and kept her by violence at. home ; yet a few 
daysafter ſhe got a Horle and a little Money, and eſcaping -by 
Night, made {peed-to 7enarns, where ſhe embark'd for #e2ypt, 
came to her Husband, and: with him cheerfully endur'd to live ia 
a Foreign Country. She led Crate/iclea as ſhe was going with the 

Soldiers to Execution, held up her Train, and begg'd her to be 

courageous, who of her {elf was not in the leaſt afraid of Death, 
and deſir'd nothing elſe, but only to be kill'd before the Children. 
When they were come to the place of Execution, the - Children 
| were firſt kill'd before Crateficlza's Eyes, and afterward. ſhe her 
ſelf, with only theſe words in her Month ; O Children,whither aac 
you gone 2 But Pantens's Wife girding her Garments cloſe to her, 
Ae, being a ſtrong Woman, without any. Noiſe or Lamentation, 
lookt after every one that was ffain, and wound them up as well 
as her preſent Circumſtances would permit ; and after all, were 
kill'd, dreſſing her ſelf, bound her Cloaths cloſe about her, and 
ſuffering none to come near, or be ati Eye-witneſs of her Fall, be- 
ſide the Execurioner , ſhe courageouſly ſubmitted to the ſtroak, 


| . and wanted no body to look after her, or wind her up after. ſhe 


was dead. Thus in her Death the Modeſty of her Mind appear'd, 
and (er the Guard upon her Body, which the- always kept wen 
alive: And ſhe in the declining Age of the Spartans ſhew'd, Phat 
Women were'no unequal Rivals of the Men, and was an Inſtance 
of ſuch a Courage as would not ſneak to the Affronts of Fortune. 
A few days after, thoſe that watch'd the hanging Body of Cleome- 
nes, fawa very great Snake winding about his Head, and cover- 
ing his Face, fo that no Bird of Prey ſhould fly at it. This made + 
the King ſuperſtitiouſly afraid, and ſet the Women upon ſeveral 
 Luftrations, as if he had been an extraordinary Man, and-one be- 
' lov'd by the Gods that had been ſlain. And the Alexanarians 
made Proeeſſions to the Place, and gave Chomenes the Tirle of He- 
702, and Son of the Gods, till the Philoſaphees ſatisfied. them, by 
_ Maying, Thar, as Oxen breed Bees, putrifying Horſes breed Hornets, and 
- Beetles riſe from the Carkaſſes of dead Aſſes, * ſo the Flumenrs and Fuices 
of the Marrow of a Man's Body coagulating, Fey Serpents, And 
. this the Ancients obſerving, appropriated a-Serpent rather than 
any other Creature to Heroe's. - NO A

they deſerve. I have called my Poem Hiſtorical , not 
Epick, though both the A&ons and' Afors are as much He- 
yoick, as any Poem can contain. But ſance the Action 15 not 
properly one, nor that accompliſh in the laſt ſucceſſes, I 
have judg'd it too bold a Title for a few Stanza's, which are 
little more.in number than a ſingle Unad, ,or the longeſt of the 
neids. For this reaſon, ( I mean, not of length, but bro- 
hen aftion, ti'd too ſeverely to the Laws of Hiſtory,) I ant 
apt to agree with thoſe who rank, Lucan, rather among Hi- 
ſtorians in Verſe, than Epique Poets : In whoſe room, if I 
am not deceived, Silius Italicus, though a worſe Writer, 
may more juſtly be admitted. I have choſen to write my 
Poem in Quatrains or Stanza's of four in alternate rhyme, 
becauſe I have ever judg'd them more noble, and of greater 
dignity, both for the Sound and Number, than any other 
Verſe in uſe amongſt us ; in which 1 am ſure T have your ap- 
probation. The learned Languages have, certainly, a great 
advantage of us, in not being tied to the ſlavery of any 
Rhyme ; and were leſs conflraiwd in the quantity of every 
- Ilable, which they might wary with Spondzes or NaCtiles, 
b-fides ſo many other helps of Grammatical Figures, for the 
lengthening or abbreviation of them, than the: Modern are 
| 21 the cloſe of that one Syllable, which often confines, and 
more often corrupts the ſenſe of all the reſt. But in this ne- 
ceſſity of our Rhywes, I have always found the couplet Verſe 
moſt eaſie, . (though not ſo- proper for this occaſion,) for there 
the work is ſooner at an end, every two lines concluding the 
labour of the Poet : But in Quatrains he is to carry it farther 
on; and not only ſo, but to bear along in bis head the trou- 


. bleſome 
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| bleſome ſenſe of four lines together. For thoſe who write 
correCly m this kind, muſt needs acknowled; ze, that the laſt 
line of the Stanza is to * conſider d in the compoſition of the 
firſt. Neither can we give our ſelves the lherty of making 
any part of a Verſe for the ſake of Rhyme, or concluding 
with a word which is not currant Engliſh, or uſing the va- 
riety of Female Rhymes, all which our Fathers practiſed , 
and for the Female Rhymes, they are flill in uſe amongſt 
cther Nations ; with the. Italian in every line, with the: 
Spaniard promiſeuonſly, with the French alternately. as. 
thoſe who. have read the Alarique; the Pucelle,: or any 
of their later Poems, will” agree with me. ' And beſides 
this, they write in Alexandrins, or Verſes of ſix feet, ſuch 
as amongſt us is the old Tranſlation of Homer, by Chap- 
man : ll which, by lengiÞning of their C "NI makes the 
ſphere of their eSivity the larger. T1 have didelt tos long 
apon the choice of my Stanza, which you may remember is 
much better defended in the Preface to Gondibert ; and 
therefore F-will baften to acquaint you with my endeavors 
7n the writing. In general I will only ay, F have never yet 
ſeen the deſcription of any Naval Fight in the proper terms 
which are us'd at Sea ; and [if there be any ſuch in another 
Language, as that of Lucan in the third of his Pharſalia, 
yet 1 could not prevail my ſelf of it in the Englilh 3 the 
rerms of Art in every Tongue bearing more-of ihe Idiom of” 
it than any other words.

For my own part, if I had little knowledge of the Sea, yet 
T hawe thought it no ſhame to learn : Aud if I have made 
ſome few miſtakes, "tis only, as you can bear me witneſs, be- 
caiiſe I have wanted opportanity to correEE them: ; the whole 
Poem being fit written, and now ſent .you from a place, 
where I bawve not ſo much as the converſe of any Sea-man.

READER. 


"TIS not my intention to make an Apology for my 
" B Poem: Some will think it needs no Excuſe ; 
and others will receive none, The deſign, Tam ſure, 
is honeſt: bat he who draws his Pen for one Party, 
muſt expeit to maxe Enemtes of the other. For, Wit 
and Fool, are Conſequents of Whig and Tory : And 
every man is a Knave or an Aſs to the contrary ſide. 
There's a Treaſury of Merits in the Phanatick Church, 
as well as in the Papiſt ; and a Pennyworth to be had 
of Saintſhip, Hoxeſty and Poetry, for the Leud, 
the Factious, and the Blockheads : But the longeſt 
Chapter in Deuteronomy, hs not Curſes enough for 
an Anti-Bromingham. My Comfort is, their mani- 
feſt Prejudice to my Cauſe, will render their Fadge- 
ment of leſs Authority azainſt me, Tet if a Poem 
have a Genius, zt wzll force its own reception in the 
World. For there sa ſweetneſs in good Verſe, which 
Tickles even while it Hurts: And no man can be 
heartily angry with him, who pleaſes him againſt his 
will, The Commendation of Adverſaries, is the 
greateſt Triumph of a Writer , becauſe it never comes 
unleſs Extorted. But I can be ſatisfied on more eafie 
terms : If I happen to pleaſe the more Moderate 
fort I fhall be ſure of an honeft Party ; and, in all 
probability, of the beſt Fudges : for, the leaſt Con- 
cern'd, are commonly the leaſt Corrupt. And, I con- 
feſs, T have laid in for thoſe, by rebating the Satyr 
(where Fuſtice would allow it ) from carrying too ſharp 
an Edge. They, who can Criticize ſo weakly, as to 
imagine I have done my Worſt, may be convincd, at 
their own Coſt, that Icanwrite Severely, with more 
eaſe, tharT can Gently, T have but laugh d at ſome 
mens Follies, when I could have declaim'd againſt 
S—3 thear 
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their Vices : and, other mens Yertues I have commend- 
ed, as freely as I have tax'd their Crimes. And 
now, if you are a Malicious Reader, I expedt you 
ſhould return upon me, that I affect to be thought 
more Impartial than I am. But, if men are not to 
be jadg 4 by their Profeſſions, God forgive you Com- 
mon-wealths men, for Profeſſing ſo plauſible. for the 
Government, 1ou cannot be ſo Vnconſcionable, as to 
charge me for not Subſcribing of my Name ; for that 
would refleft too groſly upon your own Party, who never 

dare; though they have the advantage of a Fury to 
ſecure them. If you like not my Poem, the fault may, 
poſſibly, be in my Writing : (though 'tis hard for an 
Anthor to judge againſt himſelf;) But more probably 
tis in your Morals, which cannot bear the truth of it. 
The Violent, on both fides, will condemn the Character. 
of Abſalom, as either too favourably, or too hardly 
drawn. But they are not the Violent, whom T1 defire 
to pleaſe. The fault, on the right hand, is to Exte- 
nuate, Palliate and Tudulge; and, to confeſs freely, I 
have endeavoured to commit it, Befides the reſpett 
which I owe his Birth, IT have a greater for his Fle- 
roick Virtues : and, David himſelf, could not be more 
tender of the Toung-man's Life, than 7. would be of 
h's Reputation. But, fince the moſt excellent natures 

are almoſt the moſt eafie-; and, as being ſuch, are the 
ſooneſt perverted by ill Counſels, eſpecially when bai- 
ted with Fame and Glory ; "tis no more a wonder that 
he withſtood not the temptations of Achitophel, than 
it was for Adam, not to have refiſted the two Devils, 
the Serpent and. the Woman : The Concluſion of the 
Story, I purpoſely forbore to proſecute : becauſe, I 
could not ebtain from my ſelf, to ſhew Abſalom Un- 
fortunate. The Frame of it was cut out, but for a_ 
Picture to the Waſte; and, if the Draught be ſo far. 
true, "tis as much as 1 deſignd.. 
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Were I the Inventor, who am onely the Hiſtorian, 
T ſhould certainly conclude the Piece, with the Recon- 
cilement of Abſalom to David. And, who knows but 
this may come to paſs > Things were not brought to an 
Extremity where TI left the Story ; There ſeems, yet, 
to be room left for a Compoſurez hereafter, there may 
onely be for Pity. I have not ſo much as an uncharita- 
ble wiſh againſt Achitophel ; but, am content to be 
Accns'd of a good natur d Errour ; and to hope with 
Origen, that the Devil himſelf may, at laſt, be ſav'd. 
For which reaſon, in this Poem, he 1s neither brought 
to ſet his Houſe inorder, nor to diſpoſe of his Perſon 
afterwards, as he in Wiſedor: ſhall think fit, God 15 
infinitely merciful : and his Vicegerent ts onely not ſo, 
becauſe he is not Infinite. 

The true end of Satyr, is the amendment of Vices 
by correftion. And he who writes &{oneſtly, is no 
more an Enemy to the Offender, than the Phyſician 
to the Patient, when he preſcribes harſh Remedies ts 
an invererate Diſeaſe : for thoſe, are onely in order 
to prevent the Chyrurgeon's work of an Enſe reſcin- 
dendum, which 1 wiſh not to my very Enemies. To 
conclude all; If the Body Politique have any Analogy 
to the Natural, in my weak judgment, an Aft of Oblt- 
vion were as neceſſary in a Hot, Diſtemper d State; 
as an Opiate would be in a Raging Fever,

Th' Inhabitants of Old Jeruſalem 

Were Febufites : the Town ſo call d from them; 

And their's the Native right---- 

But when the choſen People grew more ſtrong, . 

The rightfull Cauſe at length became the wrong :: 

And every loſs-the men of Jebus bore, 

They ſtill were thought God's Enemies the more. 

Thus, worn and weakend, well or ill content, 

Submit they muſt to David's Government : 

Impoveriſht and depriv'd of all Command, 

Their Taxes doubled as they loſt their Land ; 

And, what v was harder yet to fleſh and blood, 

Their Gods diſgrac' d, & burnt like common Wood 
This 
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This ſet the Heathen Prieſthood 1n a flame; 
For Prieſts of all Religions are the ſame: 
Of whatſoeer deſcent their Godhead be,

From hence began that Plot, the Nation's Curſe, 
Bad in it ſelf, but repreſented worlſe. 

Raisd in extremes, andinextremes deery'd;

Some truth there was, but daſht and brew'd with 
To pleaſe the Fools, and puzzle all the Wiſe. [Lies,

Th' #gypt ian Rites the Febu/ttes embrac'd ; 
Where Gods were recommended by their taſte. 
Such ſav'ry Deities muſt needs be good, 

As ſerv'd at once for Worſhip and for Food. 

By force they could not introduce theſe Gods ; 
For Ten to One, in former days was odds 
So Fraud was us'd, (the Sacrificer's Trade ) 
Fools are more hard to conquer than perſwade 
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Their buſic Teachers mingled with the Jews ; 

And rak'd for-Converts, even-the Court & Stews 

Which Hebrew Prieſts the more unkindly took, 

Becauſe the Fleece accompanies the Flock. 

Some thought they God's Anointed meant to ſlay 

by Guns, invented ſince full many a day : 

Our Authour fwears it not ; but who can know 

How far the Devil and Feb»/ites may go ? 

This Plot, which ftaild for want of common Senfe 

Had yeta deep and dangerous Conſequence : 

For as when raging Fevers boil the Blood, 

The ſtanding Lakes ſoon floats into a Flood ; 

And evry hoſtile Humour, whch before 

Slept quiet in its Chanels, bubbles oer : 

So, ſeveral fattions from this firſt Ferment; 

Work upto Foam, and threat the Government. 

Some by thetrFriends, more by themſelves thought 

Oppos'd the Pow'r,to wh they could not riſe. [wiſe, 

Some had in Courts been great, and thrown from 

Like Fiends,were harden'd in Impenitence. [thence. 

Some, by their Monarch's fatal mercy grown 

From pardon'd Rebels, Kinſmen to the Throne ; 

Were raisd in Pow'rand publick Office high: 

Strong Bands, if Bands ungratefull men cou'd tye 

Of theſe the falſe Achirophel was firſt: 

A Name to all ſucceeding Ages curſt, 

For cloſe Deſigns, and crooked Counſels fit ; 

Sagacious, Bold, and Turbulent of Wit : 
E »RE 
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Reſtleſs, unfixt in Principles and Place; . 

In Pow'r unpleas'd, impatient of Diſgrace. 

A fiery Soul, which working out its way, 

Fretted the Pigmy-Body to decay ; 

And oer-inform'd the Tenement of Clay. 

A daring Pilot in extremity ;. [high 

Pleas d with the Danger, when the Waves wen 

He ſought the Storms : but for a Calm unfit, 

Would ſteer too nigh the Sands, to boaſt his Wit. 

Great Wits are ſure to Madneſs near ally'd: 

And thin Partitions do their Bounds divide: 

Elſe, why ſhould he,with-Wealth and Honour bleſt, 

Refuſe his Age the needfull hours of Reſt ? 

Punith a Body which he cou'd not pleaſe ; 

Bankrupt of Lite, yet Prodigal of eaſe ? 

And all to leave, what with his Toil he won, 

To that unfeather'd, two legg'd thing, a Son : . 

Got, while his Soul did huddl'd Notions try ;.

'Tis Juſter to Lament him, than Accuſe. 

Strong were his hopes a Rival to remove, 

With Blandihments-to gain the publick Love ; 

Ts 
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To head the Faction while their Zeal was hot, 
And Popularly proſecute the Plot. 
To further this 4chitophel Unites 
The Male-contents of all the 1/raelites : 
Whoſe diftering Parties he could wiſely Joyn, 
For ſeveral Ends, to ſerve the fame Deſign. 
"The Beſt, and of the Princes ſome were ſuch, 
Who thought the pow'r of Monarchy too.-much : 
Miſtaken Men, and Patriots in their Hearts ; 
Not Wicked, but ſeduc'd by Impjous Arts. | 
By theſe the Springs of Property were bent, 
And wound ſo high, they Crack't the Government. 
The next for Intreſt ſought t embroil the State, 
To ſell ther Duty at a dearer rate; 
And make their Fewiſþ Markets of the Throne : 
Pretending Publick Good, to ſerve their own. 
Others thought Kings an uſele(ſs heavy Load, 
Who Coſt too much, ; and did toolittle Good. 
Theſe were for laying Honeſt David by, 
On Principles of pure good Husbandry. 
With them joyn'd all th' Haranguers'of the Throng, 
That thought to get Preferment by the Tongue. 
Who follow next, a double danger bring, 
Not onely hating David, but the King ; 
The Solymean Rout ; well Vers'd of old, 
In Godly Faction, and in 'Treafon bold ; 
Cowringand Quaking at a Conqu'ror's Sword, 
But Lofty to a Lawfull Prince Reſtor'd; 

Saw 
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Saw with Diſtain an Ethnick Plot begun, 

And Scorn'd by Febufites to be Out-done. 

Hot Levites Headed theſe; who pull'd before 
From th' Ark, which in the Judges days they bore, 
Reſum'd their Cant, and with a Zealous Cry, 
Purſu'd their old belov'd Theocracy. 

Where Sanhedrin and Prieſt enſlav'd the Nati@®n, 
And juſtifi'd their Spoils by Inſpiration : 

For who ſo fit for Reign as Aaron's Race, 

If once Dominion they could found in Grace ? 
Theſe led the Pack; though not of ſureſt ſcent. 
Yet deepeſt mouth'd againſt the Government. 

A numerous Hoſt of dreaming Saints ſucceed ; 

Of the true old Enthuſiaſtick Breed : 

Gainſt Form and Order they their Pow'r employ : 
Nothing to Build, and all things to Deſtroy. 

But far more numerous was the Herd of ſuch, 
Who think too little, and who talk too much. 
Theſe out of mere inſtin&, they knew not why, 
Ador'd their Father's God, and Property: 

And, by the fame blind Benefit of Fate, 

The Devil and the Febufire did hate : 

Born to be fav'd, evenin their own deſpight; 
Becaufe they could not help believing right. 
Such were the. Tools;. but a whole Hydra more- 
Remains, of ſprouting heads too long to ſcore. 
Some of their Chiefs were Princes of the Land : 

In the firſt Rankof theſe did Zimri ſtand : 
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A man fo various, that he ſeem'd to. be 
Not one, but all Mankind's Epitome. 
Stift in Opinions, always inthe wrong ; 
Was every thing by ſtarts, and Nothing long; 
But, in the courle of one revolving Moon, 
Was Chymiſt, Fidler, Stateſ-man and Buffoon : 
Then all for Women, Painting, Rhiming, Drinking; * 
Beſides ten thouſand Freaks that dy'd in thinking, 
Bleſt Madman, who cou'd every hour employ, 
With ſomerhing New to-wiſh, or to enjoy ! 
Railing and praiſing were his uſual 'Themes ; 

And both (to ſhew his Judgment) in Extremes : 
Soover Violent, or over Civ1l, 

That every Man, with him, was God or Devil. 
In qquandring Wealth was his peculiar Art: 
Nothing .went unrewarded, but Deſert. 

Beggar'd by Fools, whom ſtill he found too late : 
He had his Jeſt, and they had. his Eſtate. 

He laugh'd himfelf-frem Court ; then ſought Relief 
By forming Parties, but could ne'er be: Chief : 

For, ſpight of him, the weight of Buſineſs fell 
On Abſalom, and wile Achitophel : 

Thus, wicked but in Will, of Means bereft, 

He leit not Faction, but of, That was left. 

LTitles and Names 'twere tedious to rehearſe 

Ot Lords, below the dignity of Verle. [ beſt ; 

Wits, Warriors, Common-wealths-men, were the 
Kind Husbands, and .mere Nobles all-the reſt. 
And 
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Aad therefore, in the name of Dulneſs, be 

The well-hiing Balaam and cold Caleb free. 

And Canting Nadab let Oblivion damn, 

Vho made new Porridge for the Paſchal-Lamb. 

Let Friendſhips holy Band ſome Names aſlure : 

Some their own Worth, and ſome let Scorn ſecure. 

Nor ſhall the Raſcal Rabble here have Place, 

Whom Kings no Titles gave, and God no Grace: 

Not Bull-fac'd Foxas, who cou'd Statutes draw 

To mean Rebellion, and make Treaſon Law. 

But he, though bad, is follow'd by a werſe, 

The Wrerch, whoſe Heav'ns Anointed dar'd to Curſe 

Shimei, whoſe Youth did early Promiſe bring - 

Of Zeal to God, and Hatred to his King ; 

Did wiſely from Expenſive Sins refrain, 

And never broke the Sabbath, but for Gain : 

Nor-ever was he known an Oath'to vent, 

Or Curſe, unleſs againſt the Government. 

Thus, heaping Wealth, by the moſt ready way 

Among 'the Fews, which was to Cheat and Pray ; 

The City, to reward his pious Hate 

Againſt his Maſter, choſe him Magiſtrate : 

His Hand a Vare of Juſtice did uphold ; 

His Neck was loaded with a Chain of Gold. 

During his Office, Treaſon was no Crime. 

The Sons of Be/ial had a Glorious Time: 

For Shimez, though not prodigal of Pelf,

Shimei was always in the midſt of them. 

And, if they Curſt the King when he was by , 
Would rather Curſe, than break good Company..

Chaſt were his Cellars; and his Shrieval Board” 
The Groſlneſs of a City Feaſt abhor'd: 

His Cooks, with-long diſuſe, their Trade forgot ; 
. Cool was his Kitchin, though hisBrains were hot. 
Such. frugal Vertue Malice may accuſe ; 

But ſure 'twas neceflary to the Jews : 

For Towns-once burnt, ſuch Magiſtratesrequire 
As dare not tempt God's Providence by Fire, 
Wh Spiritual Food he fed his Servants well, 

But [red from. Fleſh, that made the Fews rebel : 


When two or three were gather'd:to Declaim 


And 
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Aud Moſes's Laws he held in more account, 
For forty days of faſting in the Mount. 

To ſpeak the reſt, who better are forgot, 
-Would tire a well breath'd Witneſs of the Plot : 
Yet, Corah, thou ſhalt from Oblivion pals; 
Erect thy ſelf thou Monumental Braſs: 

High as the Serpent of thy Metal made, 
While Nations ſtand ſecure beneath thy ſhade. 
What thongh his birth were baſe, yet Comets riſe 
From Earthly Vapours eer they thine in Skies. 
Prodigious Actions may as well be done 

By Weaver's Iſſue, as by Prince's Son. 

This Arch-Atteſtor for the Publick Good, 

By that one Deed Enobles all his Blood. 

Who ever ask'd the Witneſles high Race, 

Whoſe Oath with Martyrdom did Stephen grace: 
Ours was a Levite, and as times went then, 

His Tribe were God Almightie's Gentlemen. 

Sunk were his Eyes, his Voice was harſh and loud, 
Sure ſigns he neither Cholerick was, nor Proud : 
His long Chin prov'd his Wit ; his Saint-like Grace

EPISTLE 


TO THE 


WHIGS. 


OR to whom can I dedicate this Poem, with 
ſo much juſtice, as to you? *Tis the repreſenta-- 
tion of your own Heroe : *tis the Piflyre drawn 
at length, which you admire and prize ſo much in. 
little. None of your Ornaments are wanting ; neither- 
the Landſcap of the Tower, nor the Rifing Sun ; nor 
the Anno Domini of your New Sovereign's Coronation, 
This muſt needs be a gratefull undertaking to your 
whole Party : eſpecially to thoſe who have not been ſo- 
happy as to purchaſe the Original. T hear the Graver 
has made a good Market of it: all his Kings are 
bought up already ; or the value of the remainder ſo 
inhanc'd, that many a poor Polander, who would be. 
glad to worſhip: the Image, is not able to go to the 
coft of him : But muſt be content to ſee him here, £ 
muſt confeſs I am no great Artiſt; but Sign-poſt pains 
ting will ſerve the turn to remember a Friend by ; 
eſpecially when better is not to be had, Tet for your 
comfort the lineaments are true « and' though he ſate- 
zot five times to me, as he did to B. yet I have con- 
ſulted Hiſtory ; as the Italian Painters do, when they 
wou d draw aNero or a Caligula ; though they have 
not feen the Man, they can help their Tmagination 
by a Statue of him, andfind out the Colouring from 
Snetonius and Tacitus. 7rath' is, you might have 
ſpar d one fide of your Medall : the Head wou'd be 
ſeen to more advantage, if it were plac'd on a Spike. 
of the Tower; a little nearer to the Sun. Which 
wou'd: 
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NY wou d then break out to better purpoſe. Tou tell us 
in your Preface to the No=proteſtant Plot, that you 
ſhall be forcd hereafter to leave off your Modeſty : 1 
ſuppoſe you mean that little which is left you : for it 
was worn to rags when you put out this Medall. 
Never was their praftis'd ſuch a piece of notorius Im- 
Pudence in the face of an Eſtabliſhd Government. 
{ believe,when he is dead, you will wear him in Thumb- 
Rings, as the Turks did Scanderbeg, ; as if there 
were virtue in hu Bones to preſerve you againſt Mo- 
narchy. Tet all ths while you pretend not onely zeal 
for the Publick good, but a due weneration for the 
perſon of the King, But all men, who can lee an inch 
before them, may eafily detect thoſe groſs fallacies. 
That it is necefſary for men in your circumſtances to 
pretend both, us granted you, for without them there 
could be no ground to raiſe a Faction. But I would 
ask you one civil queſtion, what right has any man a- 
Mong you, or any Aſſociation of men, (to come nearer 
to you, ) who out of Parliament, cannot be conſider d 
in a publick Capacity, to meet, as you daily do, in 
PFaltious Clubs, to wilifie the Government, in your 
Diſcourſes, and to libel it in all your Writings 2 who 
made you Judges in Tirael? or how us it 'confiſtentwith 
your Zeal of the publick Welfare,to promote Sedition? 
Does your definition of Loyal, which is to ſerve the 
King according to the Laws, allow you the licence of 
traducing the Executive Power, with which you own 
hes inveſted > Tou complain that his Majeſty has loſt 
the love and confidence of his People; and by your very 
urging it, you endeavour what in you lies, to make 
him loſe them, All good Subjefts abhor the thought 
of Arbitrary Power, whether it be in one or many - 
if you were the Patriots you would ſeem, you would 
nor at this rate incenſe the Multitude to aſſume 2t ; 
for mo ſober man can fear it, either from the King's 
Diſpoſition, or his Praftice ; or even, where you would 
odioufly 
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odiouſly lay it, from his Miniſters, Give us leave 
to enjoy the Government and the benefit of Laws 
under which we were born, and which we defire to 
tranſmit to our Poſterity. Tou are not the Truſtees 
of the publick Liberty : and if you have not right to 
petition in a Croud, much leſs have you to intermed- 
dle in the management of Affairs; or to arraign what 
you do not Tike : which in effett is every thing that is 
done by the King and Council. -Cau_you tmagine that 
any reaſonable man will believe you reſpect the perſon 
af his Majeſty, when tis apparent that your Seditious 
Pamphlets are ſtaff d with particular Reflexions on 
him? If you have the confidence to deny this, "tis eafie- 
to be evinc'd from a thouſand Paſſages, which Tonely 
forbear to quote, becauſe 1 defire they ſhould dy and* 
be forgotten. I have perus d many of your Papers ; 
and to ſhew you that I have, the third part of your 
No-proteſtant Plot is much of it ſtolnfrom your dead- 
Anthour s Pamphlet call d, the Growth of Popery ; 
as manifeſtly a5 Milton's defence of the Engliſh Peo- 
ple, is from Buchanan de jure regni apud Scotos : 
or your firft Covenant, and new Aſſoctation, from the 
bely League of the French Guilards. Any one who 
reads Davila, may trace your Praflices all: along; 
There were the ſame pretences for Reformation, and 
Loyalty, the ſame Aſperſions of the King, and the 
fame grounds of a Rebellion. I know not whether you 
will take the Hiſtorian's word, who ſays it was repor- 
ted, that Poltrot a Hugonot, murther'd Francis 
Duke of Guile by the inſtigations of Theodorc Beza : 
or that it was a Hagonot Miniſter, otherwiſe call d' 
a Presbyterian, ( for our Church abhors ſo deviliſh a 
Tenet) who firſt writ a Treatiſe of the lawfulneſs of 
depoſing and murihering Kings, of a different Perſwa- 
fon in Reii2zon: But I am able to prove from the 
Dottrin of Ciivin, and Principles of Buchanan, that 
they ſet the People above the Magiſtrate; which if I 
miſtake- 
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miſtake not, is your own Fundamental ; and which 
carries your Loyalty no farther than your liking, 
When a Vote of the Flouſe of Commons goes on your 
fide, you are as ready to ebſerve it, as if it were 
paſs d into a Law : But when you are pinchd with 
any former, and yet unrepealed A&t of Parliament, 
ou declare that in ſore caſes, you will not be oblig'd 
by it, The Paſſage is in the ſame third part of the 
No-proteitant Plot; and is too plain to be denied. 
The late Copy of your intended Aſſociation, you neither 
wholly juſtifie nor condemn : But, as the Papiſts, when 
they are unoppoes d, fly out into all the Pageantries of 
Worſhip; but in times of War, when they are hard 
preſs d by Arguments, ty cloſe intrench'd behind the 
Council -of Trent : So, now, when your Affairs are 
in a low condition, you dare not pretend that to be a 
legal Combination, but whenſoever you are afloat, 1 
doubt not but it will be maintain'd and juſtify d to 
purpoſe. For indeed there is nothing to defend it 
but the Sword : tis the proper time to ſay any thing, 
when men have all things in their power. 

In the mean time you wou'd fain be nibbling at a 
parallel betwixt this Aſſociation, and that inthe time 
of Queen Elizabeth. But there is this ſmall difference 
betwixt them, that the ends of one are diredtly oppoſite 
to the other : one with the Queen's approbation, and 
conjunction, as head of it ; the other without either 
the conſent, or knowledge of the King, againſt whoſe 
Authority it is manifeſtly defignd. Therefore you do 
well to have recourſe to your laſt Evaſion, that it was 
contrivd by your Enemies, and ſhuffled into the Pa- 
pers that were ſeiz'd : which yet you ſee the Nation 
is not ſo eafie to believe as your own Fury : But the 
matter is not difficult, to find twelve men in New-gate, 
who wou'd acquit a Malefattour. 

. { have one onely favour to defire of you at parting, 
that when you think of anſwering this Poem, you 
wou 
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wou'd employ the ſame Pens againſt it, who have com- 
bated with ſo much ſucceſs againſl Abſalom and 
Achitophel : for then you may aſſure your ſelves of a 
clear Viftory, without the leaſt reply, Rail at me 
abundantly; and, not to break a Cuſtome, do it with- 
out wit: By this method you will gain a conſiderable 
point, which is wholly to wave the anſwer of my Ar- 
guments, Never .own the bottome of your Principles, 
for fear they ſhoud be Treaſon, Fall ſeverely on the 
miſcarriages of Government ; for if ſcandal be not 
allow'd, you are no free-bory Subjefts. 1f God has not 
bleſs d you with the Talent of Rhiming, make uſe of 
my poor Stock and welcome : tet your Perſes run upon 
my feet : and for the utm1ſt refuge of notorious Block- 
heads, reduc'd to the laſt extremity of ſenſe, turn my 
own lines upon me, and in utter deſpair of your own 
Satyre, make me $atyrize my ſelf. Some of you have 
been driven to this Bay already ; but above all the 
reſt commend me to the Non-conformiſt Parſon, who 
writ the Whip and Key, 7 am afraid it is not read 
ſo much as the Piece deſerves, becauſe the Bookſeller is 
every week crying help at the end of his Gazeite, to 
get it off. Tou ſee { am charitable enough ro doe him 
a kindneſs, that it may be publiſh d as well as printed ; 
aud that ſo much skill in Hebrew Derivations, may 
not lie for Waſte-paper in the Shop. Tet T half ſuſped 
he went no farther for his Learning, than the Index of 
Hebrew Names and Etymologies, which are printed 
at the end of ſome Engliſh Bibles. 7f Achitophel 
fianifie the Brother of a Fool, the Autheur of that 
Poem will paſs with his Readers for the next of kin. 


And perhaps 'tis the Relation that makes the kindneſs. 
Whatever the Verſes are; buy 'em up I beſeech you 
out of pity ; for 1 hear the Conventicle. is ſhut up, aud 
the Brother of Achitophel out of ſervice. 

Now Footmen, you Know, have the generoſity to

'Tis not for any Private Man to Cenſure the Proceedings of a Foreign 
Prince : but, without ſuſpicion of Flattery, I may praiſe our own, who has 
taken contrary Meaſures, and thoſe more ſuitable to the Spirit of Chri« 
ſtianity. . Some of the Diſſenters in their Addreſſes to His Majeſty have 
ſaid That he has reſtor d God to his Empire over Conſcience : 7Con-.
